[Text] Libyan readiness for Sadat's provocations: an 
areenal of advanced weapons and a 300-kilometer defense 
line, What te the connection between the joint American- 
Egyptian ma.euvere and what te happening on the border? 


Last Sunday evening marked the start of the emergency conference of the 
political committee of the Steadfastness and Resistance Front. Participating 
in the conference were the foreign ministers from Syria, Algeria, Libya and 
South Yemen, and the chief of the PLO's political office, As the conference 
meetings began, the tension between Egypt and Libya, which has been steadily 
brewing and eecalating during recent yeare, reached a critical stage 
following Egypt's announcement that it wae reimposing a state of emergency 

in ite western areas which border the Libyan Arab Jamahirtyah. 


In the wake of the war with Libya, President Sadat announced that he had 
taught Colonel Mu'ammar Qadhdhafi a lesson he would never forget. However, 
developments in the arena indicate that following the war the Libyan leader 
adopted a number of measures which brought about an increase in military 
activities in Libya and led to the introduction of advanced defensive 
measures which confirmed that Libya's attention was directed above all at 
atrengthening ite defenses against Egypt. As is generally known, when 
leaders from Syria, Libya and other resistance states speak of the so-called 
Libyan-Egyptian front, they constantly bear in mind the remarks made by 
former U.S. secretary of etate Henry Kissinger in his famous memoires. The 
giet of these remarks is that during the talks on the second Sinai agreement 
between Egypt and Israel in September 1975, Kissinger reported to then 
leraeli prime minister Yitzhak Rabin that he was certain that Egypt had no 
hostile intentions toward Lereel, but that in fact Egyptian ambitions were 
directed westward toward Libyan oil welle. According to Henry Kissinger's 
memoires, thie would help the deteriorating economic situation in Egypt. 











Ove thing whteh Libyan olttetale have sald over and over again to thelr 


Syrian counterparts ite that the leadership in the SPLAJ te completely cone 
vinced that the day must come when Egypt will launch an tnvaston of Libya, 
President Qadhdhafti touched on thie matter in an taterview with AlL«-MUSTAQBAL 
about @ year ago lle said that if Libya were subjected to an tavaaton by 
Egypt, it would be ready for it, Perhaps Colone! Qadhdhall was referring 

to the arsenal of advanced weapons that has been amageed in the SPLAJ during 
the past 3 years, Experte estimate that thie arsenal, consloting moatly of 


Soviet weapons, cost nearly $2 billion, It tneludes advanced MiG-25 alir- 
craft, Te72 tanks and numbers of long-range surface~to-eurtace missiles an 
well as dozens of Lorpedo launches, 


According to estimates by Syrian sources, Libya now hae far more military 
equipment than Egypt, despite the fact that the strength of the Libyan armed 
forces is only 10 percent of that of the Egyptian Army (40,000 men verous 
400,000) . 


Diplomate in Damascus expressed their conviction that Syria would ruah 
immedia ely to Libya's ald in the event of an outbreak of fighting between 
Libya and Egypt. in their view, however, Syrian support need net tnclude 
sending army units, squadrons of aircraft, or naval unite, They feel tt 
would be enough to send Libya a few hundred Syrian troops trained in the 
use of weapons employed by both countrice, 


In addition to the Syrians, the Jamahirityah can count on a considerable 
number of Palestinian and Algerian technicians, not to mention the possi- 
bility of Soviet intervention either directly or through some of their 
Korean, Cuban or Vietnamese allies, 


In addition to all of this, numerous presse and diplomatic reports have 
reierred to Libya's construction of a 300-kilometer defense line along ite 
border with Egypt. Colonel Qadhdhafi is reported to have named this defense 
wall the "Line of the Conqueror" in imitation of the Bar Lev line, the 
Maginot line and other famous defense lines in history, 





Informed sourced in Damascus reported that fears and suspicions concerning 
the Egyptian president's intentions toward the Jamahiriyah have begun to 
take definite shape since it was announced in Cairo that the new Egyptian 
chief ot general staff Lt General Muhammad Abu Ghazalah conducted an 
inspec’ ‘on visit to the Libyan border area 2 weeks ago. Following this 
visit, he general claimed that Moscow is useing the Jamahiriyah and 
Ethiopia to form a pair of pincers for an assault against Egypt. It ie 
known that Ethiopia lodged an official protest with the OAU against President 
Sadat's intentions to transport water from the Nile River to the Negev 
Desert in lerael via Sinai, An Ethiopia memorandum at that time stated 
that the right to utilize the waters of the Nile belonged solely to those 
states through which the Nile flows, 














Meanwhile, Colonel Qadhdhali recently delivered a apeech in whieh he called 
on the members of the Egyptian Army to leave thelr positions of the Libyan 
border, make thelr way to Cairo and overthrow President Sadat's regime, 

The Egyptian president used this epeech as a pretext for relmpoatng the 
atate of emergency in the Egyptian-Libyan border areas, tHe had previously 
declared a atate of emergency in all areas of Faypt on 14 May, 


The Jamahiriyah expressed ite feare to ite friends and allies, foremost 

among them the Syriane, The Libyans expressed additional feare following 

Lhe announcement that the United States planned to send equadrons to jet alir- 
eraft "to be based in Egypt for 3 months to take part in air military 
maneuvers with the Egyptian Air Force,” The Libyans sald that Washington 
was pushing Egypt toward aggression againet the Jamahiriyah, 


Most observers atill belleve that both Egypt and Libya will exercise self- 
control because neither country wants or indeed isa fit to launch an all-out 
war againet the other, For if euch a war were to break out, its scope and 
extent would be much more dangerous than during the 4-daye war in the summer 
of 1977, These observers derive this belief from several factors and reasons, 
the most important of which are as follows: 


Firet: In 1977, Egypt was etill within the Arab bloc, Immediately after 
the outbreak of the war--or in fact, from the minute the war began--several 
Arab sides intervened to bring it to a halt. Now, however, no one would 
intervene to mediate between the two eides. 


Second; While the Egyptian president may possibly be willing to plunge 
completely into a military operation in the Jamahiriyah similar to the 
operation that Tanzania conducted against the regime of Idi Amin in Uganda, 
he must inevitably take into account the fact that any clash with Libya 
could lead to a war between Egypt and several Arab sides, and his enemies 
in the Arab world would use euch a war to attempt his overthrow, 


AL=MUSTAQBAL has learned that a number of Syrian and Palestinian pilote are 
actually present in Libya in readiness for such a confrontation, 


Third: The roles of both superpowers have grown in importance in the area 
since the summer of 1977. Egypt has now become a virtual etrategic ally of 
the United States, while the Jamahiriyah has become one of the special 
friends of the Soviet Union. In this connection, it should be pointed out 
that the Soviet news agency TASS hae warned the Egyptian president about 
"the consequences of playing with fire and attacking Libya." 


As for the Western governments, they are afraid that any conflict between 
Libya and Egypt could develop into an all-out war i: the Middle East. In 
addition, any war which Egypt launched againet Libya would cause President 
Sadat to be accused of being a friend of the Israelis and an enemy of the 
Arabs and Moslems, especially since the pretext used by President Sadat to 
justify the unilateral peace treaty with Ierael is that Egypt will not fight 








any war in the tuture, Thus, any confliet with Libya would deatroy thie 
argument, irrespective of the fact that the Egyptian preaident has no 
guarantee that he would really be able to achtleve total victory if he were 
to fight a war with Libya in view of the condition that the Egyptian Army 
has reached in the last 3 yeara, 


In addition to taking up the matter of the Egyptian threats againat Libya, 
the foreign miniaters of the Steadfastness Front harmonized their positions 
on the approaching ‘Amman meeting of Arab foreign ministers and minieters 
of economy scheduled to meet on 6 July in preparation tor the llth Arab 
summit conference, This had been preceded by joint coordination between 
Syria and the leadership of the reslsetance,

STYAF DISAVOWS GILANI'S APPEAL TO KUROPE FOR WEAPONS

[Report on Interview with Abd al-Rauf Siyal, Leader of [alamic Alliance 
for the Liberation of Afghanistan, by Ashraf Qureshi, on 11 July in 
Le Lamabad | 


[Text] On the occasion of the Eleventh Conference of Ialamic Foreign 
Ministers held in lLelamabad, | had the opportunity to interview Mohammed 
Yunus Khalis, leader of Hizb-e-Lelaml Afghanistan, one of the parties 

of the l[elamic Alliance for the Liberation of Afghanistan, At the time, 
my desire to talk to Mr Abd al-Rauf Siyaf, leader of this alliance, was 
not fulfilled, as he was very busy. On the evening of 10 July, someone 
called me in Pashto, and asked if I recognized him, Of course, | recog- 
nized the voice of Mohammed Yakub Sharafat, press secretary of the 
Hizb-e-Islami, Following an exchange of pleasantries, he asked me if | 
could go see him at the hotel where he was staying. i told him that 1 
would be on my way, as soon as I got off my work. 


1 was received very warmly by Yakub Sharafat when | reached the hotel, 
During my conversation with him, I learned that Mohammed Yunus Khalise 

and Abd al-Rauf Siyaf were also in town, They were both out of the hotel 
on business. Since | wanted to meet Siyaf, | stayed and waited, It was 
a long wait. | waited until two in the morning, and finally left without 
seeing him. I left a message that in case Mr Siyaf decided to leave 
before | got there the next morning, he should call me, TI did not want 
Mr Siyaf to leave without my interviewing him. 


| was relieved to find both Khalis and Siyaf still in the hotel next 
morning. They were eating breakfast, and | was invited to join them, 

I did not hesitate, since it was a chance for me to talk to them, But 
before we could start talking, an Arab Muslim, who was staying at the 

same hotel and had learned about the presence of mijahidin leaders, 

came over, He began to ask about Afghanistan and the struggle of the 
Mujahidin with great interest. Most of the Mujahidin of the group 
[etaying at the hotel] spoke Pashto, Persian, and Arabic with equal 
fluency. Mr Siyaf and a couple of his followers have an excellent command 











of tnglish as well, Their d'e and t's, however, were rather softly 
pronounced, When they began to talk, all | could understand was that 

Mr Sivat was talking about the fighting of the Mujahidin. | was beginning 
to feel the inadequacy of my knowledge of Arabic while the Arab visitor 


was punctuating the conversatlon with euch Arabic expressions as "God 
willing" and "By Ged, by God." The Arab left after breakfast wishing 
Khalis and Styat good luck in thelr efforts. Then the telephone rang to 


test my patience, Mr Sityaf anawered the phone, while | worried about 
being able to talk to him, Mr Stiyaf told me after the phone call that 
he had only one hour to talk, since he \as due somewhere else after that. 


We sat in a corner and started the interview, Since Mr Siyaf had just 
returned from Geneva, after participating in meetings of the three-nation 
committee on the Afghan crisis established by the Islamic Conference, I 
asked about that committee first. Mr Siyaf began in low tones: "Il have 
said time and again that the solution to our problem is Jihad, I said 
this to the standing committee, and I repeat again that Jihad its the only 
answer. We do not recognize the Babrak Karmal government. It is a 
Russian arrangement, Kussia is an agressor, We are fighting it. We 
cannot talk with it. We presented our position to the committee, There 
is no doubt that Jihad is the only answer to our problem, and that the 
purpose of our presentation to this committee was to clarify our position, 
We want the world to know that we have a logic behind our decision to use 
gune to solve this problem." After a pause, he said: "Rights cannot be 
won through mere talks; they call for action, and the action is Jihad." 





Mr Slyaf's Pashto, with his Kabul accent, began to flow like the river 
Kabul. His words had the greatness of mountains. 1 followed his reference 
to Jihad with a question about it: "Jihad needs a lot of weapons, You 

do not have enough weapons. How can you continue Jihad and how do you 

hope to succeed in it?" 


"We need weapons and ammunition badly," he said, "but we have been 
carrying on the Jihad without these." He looked sad, and then said with 
a strong voice: "By the grace of God we shall be successful. Martyrdom 
is success just ae victory is. We are not worried, because we will be 
successful in any event.” I felt peaceful when Mr Siyaf stopped talking. 
| remembered the Promise of Allah: "We can and we will send reinforce- 
ments in the form of Angels anytime." I asked "What steps are you taking 
to obtain more weapons?" Mr Siyaf said: "We have appealed to all Muslim 
countries for supplies of weapons. We have asked for the same thing 

at the Islamic Conference, We would be overjoyed to receive weapons from 
an Islamic country, but none has come forward to help us. Non-Islamic 
countries cannot, and do not want to help us. How can a non-Muslim 
country, be it Fastern or Western, help a pure Islamic country? They 
only help semi-Islamic countries. All countries are afraid of Islam. 

You have seen how Iran and Afghanistan got into trouble when they stood 
up for Islam. All countries are going to stop help to them." 








When Siyaf stopped, | asked him: "But America would help you, even though 
for ite own selfish reasons." Siyaf said: "If America or any other 
non-Mulsim country helps us, it would indeed be for thelr own selfish 
reasons, They will Look for a faction in our country which Le not very 
devoted to Islam." I said: "My Ahmed Gaylani, leader of Muhaz~e-Mi11i, 
one of the parties of the alliance to liberate Afghanistan, has appealed 
to the European countries for weapons." Styaf said: "That was reported 
by the western press. It has not yet been verified, ‘This appeal was 
not made by Gaylani as an official of the Muslim alliance to Liberate 
Afghanistan, I have said earlier in an interview with a newspaper that 
this appeal by Mr Gaylani was made by him on a personal basis." 


Siyaf emphasized again: ‘We want weapons from Islamic countries, If 

they do not help us, then they will suffer the consequences, This is a 
war of Lelam against infidels, and it behooves every Muslim to participate 
in it. A little help from Muslim countries can go a long way in giving 
us moral support.” 


Mr Slyaf continued: "The Jihad is spreading in Afghanistan, Our objec- 
tives are great. We will not let Russia rest. The results of our efforts 
are reflected in some of the statements made by the Russians and Babrak 
Karmal." A flicker of sadness crossed his face and he continued, "Besides 
ammunition, we have the problem of food now. Due to the Russian occupation, 
the farmers are busy cutting off heads instead of corn. They are irrigating 
the land, planted with mines by the Russians, with their own blood. The 
food shortage is being felt all over from the lines of refugees to the 
Mujahidin on the front. The Muslim countries must take concrete steps 

to face this new problem." 


| thought that the food problem can become very serious. The world 
leaders who cal! for human rights should pay attention to this problem, 
Resolutions prssed in various meetings cannot solve it. Mr Habi», the 
secretary general of the Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference, had said 

in Amman: 'We have passed as many resolutions as there are religious 
places attacked by the Jews and Muslim brothers killed by them. We cannot 
recover ss much as one inch of the land taken from us by passing hundreds 
of resolutions. The same is true of Afghanistan, Eritrea and Kashmir." 


[ asked about the situation in Afghanistan. Mr Siyaf said: "A puppet 
government cannot rule for long in any country. The Mujahidin have full 
control in rural areas. Whenever the government is somewhat successful, 
the Mujahidin recover in no time, che government has full control of 
Kabul and Qandahar, but even there it is continuously bothered by the 
Mujahidin." 


Mr Siyaf's words reflected his greatness and his courage. His forehead 
shone over his thick beard. His tall and well-built body and his yout- 
ful zeal reminded me of poet Iqbal's words: "A Muslim is made of strength, 
might, piousness and strong will." 











Mr Siyaf suffered for 6 yeare in Daud's jaile, He has an M.A, in Literature 


from the largest Islamic university, aleAzhar [in Cairo, Egypt], and was 
ready to submit his dissertation for his Ph.D, when the Cause called him 
and off he went, Russia had gained considerable influence in Afghanistan 
during Zahir Shah's rule. Mr Siyaf arrived in Afghanistan during the last 
days of Zahir Shah. Daud had leaned heavily on the Russians to gain 

power. The Islamic nations were volcing their opposition to the increasing 
Russian influence and spreading atheism, Mr Siyaf was teaching in Kabul 


university and enjoyed all the benefits available to univeraitty teachers, 
However, he Lost all those benefits when he began to talk against the 

Daud government, and had to suffer in jall for the next 6 years, However, 
the will to fight for rights cannot be softened by jail or by promises 

of money, 


Daud was removed like a useless pawn, and Mr Siyaf was released, but 
Siyaf was not against personalities; he was for a cause, and he continued 
and is still working for the cause of Islam, Those who speak the English 
language call him Professor Styaf., — ‘shto, Persian and Arabic 
equivalent for professor is "ustaz’ ‘r «ai-ustaz." Most of his followers 
call him by this title. They are ady to do anything for him, and are 
at his beck and call. He dresses « «<\» Like any other Afghan Muslim, 
talks frankly, and lives simply. 





| asked: "Mr Slyaf, your struggle began during the era of Zahir Shah. 
How come we did not hear about it until recently?" Mr Siyaf replied: 
"Farller, our struggle was more ideological and political in nature, 

We were trying to keep our rulers on the right track and in line with 
Islam. But this struggle was not limited to Afghanistan, Its news 
reached Pakistan, Egypt, and other countries, If you were not aware of 
it, is it your fault or ours? May I ask you why you were not aware of 
it?" 


Mr Siyaf paused, and then continued: "You are right that the common 
people were unaware of our struggle. We must stop the monopoly of the 
western communication system, The western media have no sympathy with 
the Muslim cause. They exaggerate anything that is against Islam, They 
do not give any importance to the Islamic movement, The Islamic world 
should rectify this weakness and make sure that the world knows what is 
exactly heppening." 


Mr Slyaf went on: "But we should not be disappointed by all this. We 
will continue our efforts and they will be recognized. Our efforts are 
[not dependent on] publicity, which will come on its own, Anyway, the 
world knows about our efforts now, However, the western media are still 
prejudiced against us in spite of the Russian aggression, Our struggles 
have caught the attention of the whole world. You were not aware of our 
ideological warfare, but you did hear the sound of cannons and the explo- 
sion of bombs." 


| said: “Russia has claimed that it is withdrawing soldiers from Afghani- 
stan. 





My Siyal anewered: ‘but it aleo announced that it hase no intention of 
withdrawing ite forces, lt te merely withdrawing the soldilera who are 
no longer able to fight,” 


| asked: “la it true that Russia has recalled ite Muslim soldiers!” 

My Sivaf replied: "That te not true, The Russian Muslim soldiers were 
sent back a long time ago. There ia no Muslim among the Russetan ranke 
now, The Ruselan announcement about recalling the Kuselan army was miler 


leading. They only recalled the solditera wiw could no Longer fight and 
brought in many times ae many healthy soldiers to replace them, Everybody 
knows about the probleme KRusata ita facing in Afghaniatan, Thies te resulting 
in more Russian forces in Afghantatan,” 


| asked, “Wow te the Afghan ‘alliance’ now!" 


Mr Siyal anewered: “Many organigatione were working against Rusestan 
influence and for the lelamic Cause, This ideological effort changed 
into physical action when Rusela became an aggressor, With time, we 
felt that all these organizations should form an alliance, Five organi- 
ations working for Ielam have joined thie alliance, These are: Hisb- 
e-lelami, headed by Maulay Mohammed Yunus Khalie; Jamiet Ielami Afghani- 
etan, led by Professor Byrhan al-Din; Maulay Mohammed Bani Mohammadi's 
Harakat~e-lInqilab Afghanitetan; Jabha Najat-Milli, headed by Sabt Allah 
Majaddi; and Muhar-e-Milli, which te Led by Ahmed Gaylani, 


“We are etill trying to make thie alliance strong and permanent. We 

hope that we succeed in bringing all the Mujahidin under one flag and 
under one commander. Thie way the Jihad will be better organized and all 
actions will be taken according to plane.” 


"Why are you against setting up a government in exile?" | asked. 


Mr Siyaf replied in a quiet voice: ‘"“Prother, what is there in a govern- 
ment in exile? I do not believe in building castles in the air. We 
consider such a government meaningless. A government in exile is for 
people who do not believe in fighting, and who are not supported by the 
common people." 


My next question was: ‘May God grace you with success against the Russian 
army in Afghanistan. What kind of government would you establish if you 
get a chance?" 


lie looked at his watch. We had been talking for over one and a half hours. 
| was aware of the time but could not help it. He looked at his watch 
again, and said: “We will establish an elected Isilwic government. 

A Muslim government will be elected by a Muslim electorate. We call it 

an Islamic Caliphate. The Islamic Caliphate ie a system of government in 
itself which is complete and lasting. If, God willing, we meet again, 

I will explain to you the workings of thie system." There was no time 
left, so I excused myself and returned to my office.

5. The United Nations, representing 104 countries, has aleo made a 
similar demand, Do you agree with the UN’

CONNECTION BETWEEN ‘U.S, INTELL OUNCE,’ KHOMEYNI REGIME ALLEGED

[Text] Captain Setoudeh, current military attache at the Lranten Embassy 
in Washington, Captain Mansour, an admiral who recently arrived from 
Tehran, and 16 military officers of the lelamic Republic have been 
installed on the premises of the ONR [Office of Naval Research), 800 North 
Quiney Street, in Arlington, Virginia. Thie Iranian unit collaborates 
with U.S. Naval Intelligence under the supervision of breazineki, of the 
National Security Council, 


According to intensive investigation on the part of the EIR (Executive 
Intelligence Review), Captain Setoudeh was involved in the plot that 
resulted in the assassination of Prince Chadriar Chafki tn Parise, 


In addition, this unit aleo coordinates the activity of lLrantan students 
in more than 40 American colleges and universities, 


In close liaison with Khalkhali, chief of the Moslem Brothers of Iran (the 
[elamic Feydayeen), Setoudeh and his colleagues are engaged in the traffick- 
ing of arms, which they forward to terrorist unite that are deployed to the 
United States. Khalkhali declared having sent killers to the United States 
to assassinate President Carter and other political personalities, and 
having aleo sent a list of “enemies of the revolution,” which includes 
Iraniane of the former regime. From reliable sources in Washington, it 
indeed appears that 300 armed persons have penetrated American so11 with 
false paseporte and falsified visas, procured as a result of 4 stamp stolen 
from the American Embassy in Tehran, at the time of ite occupation by the 
SAVAMA, the ayatollah's secret police.

the Moslem Brothers that began in 1978, In order to suppress the Setoudeh 
iffate, which te much more scandalous than the Watergate affair, the White 
liouse tea pressuring the FRI and the local police not to divulge the terror- 
int activities of the false “students” who entered the United States with 
falue identities, The Justice Department nevertheless has already located 
about 5O of them, 


Disclosure of the Scandal 


On 20 December, questioned by an NSLPS correspondent, the ONR spokesman, 

who refused to give hie name, said that the building contained only American 
military personnel, “with the exception of a few foreigners who have reasons 
to be here.” He cefused to anewer any other question. 


the same day, an NSIPS correspondent called Setoudeh's offices and said 

that he wae a trafficker in arms from Hong Kong. Setoudeh immediately took 
the call. He was told that a huge cargo of weapons would soon arrive in 

the United States, outside of regular navigational channels. When he had 
been recorded, Captain Setoudeh twice said that he was the most suitable 
person to resolve all of their matters. During this conversation, he asked 
only one question, to find out if that company had relations with the depart- 
ment of the alr or the navy. He concluded by saying that he would be 

ready to set aside the entire week, including Christmas, in order to meet 

the arms trafficker, 


On 12 December, President Carter had ordered the expulsion of 183 Iranian 
diplomats. In epite of that, none of them had yet left the country and 

the consulates continued to function as usual. When Setoudeh was questioned 
regarding the expuleton order, he jokingly said that "thie order does not 
apply to me." 


A Surprise Visit to Captain Setoudeh 


That afternoon, without prior announcement, two NSIPS reporters entered the 
captain's offices. The walle were covered with pictures of the ayatollah 











and with revolutionary slogans, After having questioned and photographed 
the persons present, there was a sudden atruggle at the violent protests of 
Captain Mansour and another officer: "You have no right to do that.” Then, 
for 15 minutes, these two reporters were forcibly held by the [rantan 
military officers. Their photos were confiacated and they were threatened, 
Soon two American Naval Security officers arrived to assist the lrantane, 


The reportera then went to Jody Powell, White House spokesman, to report 
their experience to him, But Jody Powell, just as the Department of 
State had previously done, gave no uxplanation regarding the presence of 
Captain Setoudeh and hie activities on American soil. tHodding Carter III, 
as well os persons in dozens of Pentagon offices, refused to comment on 
this matter. However, the following day the big Washington dailies took 
an interest in the affair, 


On 21 December, during a telephone interview, the NSIPS questioned 
Captain Setoudeh with respect to hie duties: 


"My office looks after students in about 40 American universities," he 
anewered after some hesitation, "I attend to both civilian and military 
students, in particular those who are taking engineering courses." Accord- 
ing to Setoudeh, there is a military liaison officer in each of these uni- 
versities, But Setoudeh several times denied the fact of being a 
military attache at the embassy, even though Charge d'‘Affaires Ali-Agha 
had previously told us that he was. 


The Terrorist Connection 


After that, another investigative channel opened up for us. Very soon it 
was learned that Setoudeh was in continuous contact with Abolfazl 

Nahidian, apparently simply a carpet dealer on Wisconsin Avenue, Washington, 
but in reality one of the chief SAVAMA (Khomeyni's secret police) ccordina- 
tors in the United States. Nahidian, official supporter of Khomeyni, makes 
nonstop shuttle trips between Tehran and Washington. Only last month he 
paid $2 million dollars cto finance the more or less suspect activities of 
Iranian students. Nahidian ie the true power behind the Iranian Embassy, 
where the members of his family and several of his friends work, 


Nahidian's son, Abdullah, heads the Moslem Student Association (MSA), whose 
Iranian branch, the MSA-P8G (Persian Speaking Group), wae founded by former 
Minister of Foreign Affaire Ebrahim Yazdi. 


After the murder of Chadriar Chafik, British custom: police curiously 
detained a young [ranian student, who after having landed for one or two 
days in Paris was preparing to return to Iran via London. He had left the 
United States a few days before, but up to now it hae not been possible to 
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ascertain what hie contacts had been in America, During the same week the 
newspapers announced the arrest of eight Iranians in Baltimore-Washington, 
while they were traneporting weapons and explosives. But once more there 
immediately was ailence with respect to thie affair, 


[te te not precisely known to what point official American circles were 
involved in the above mentioned events, But it ie nevertheless certain 

that Admiral Habib Elahi io etill the privileged informant of the Khomeyni 
government. At present, the admiral hae the benefit of the protection of 
the American military etaff at the naval base in Norfolk, Virginia, where 

he has been inetalled. Habib Elahi, contrary to other Iranian military 
persona, had curlously left Iran when the ayatollah tock power, He was able 
to leave [ran with $3 million in pocket while other officers of hie rank 
were being killed in prison. According to Iranian sources, Elahi played 

an important role in the advent of Khomeyni to power. 


In addition, it has been reported that several branches of U.S. intelligence, 
especially naval and air, were greatly involved in the Iranian revolution, 

and that they alded Khomeyni in consolidating hie own security and secret 
police system. In order to accomplish, those tasks, the Anglo-American 

secret services utilized vast infiltration networks of the former SAVAK, 

with the cooperation of persons like Habib Elahi. Generale Fardoust, Fareian, 
and Kaveh, accused of Chahriar Chafik's murder, among others were officers 

who collaborated with Elahi and Huyser during this entire past year.

REAL COST OF SETTLEMENTS REVEALED

Indirect Expenditures, Settlements Budget Is 20 Billion Leraeli Pounde, Not 
7 Billion As Argued by Yig'al Hurvits, Out of a Budget of 248 Billion; 
Example: In Ministry of Education's School Construction Budget of 413 
Million, 76 Million Will Be Spent in Maale Adumin Alone") 


[Text] During the various discussione of the cute in the national budget, 
the minister of finance has argued several times that the total cost to the 
government relative to the settlements is only 7 billion Ieraeli pounds, or 
15 percent of the total budget. Thies statement contradicts the data in the 
budget reporte of the various departmente of government. The direct invest- 
ment in the settlements ie more than double the amount mentioned by Mr 
Hurvitz., If we add the indirect expenditures in the territories, the total 
will reach 20 billion, It should be pointed out that the national budget 

ie 653 billion, of which 210 billion ie spent on defense and 194 billion on 
payment of debts. Thus the amount left for all other expenditures and for 
development is only 248 billion, Any amount epent on settlements should be 
measured against thie figure, if we are to determine ite weight in the context 
of the civilian activities of the government, ite influence on the economy, 
and ite effect on the inflation, 


The Budgets of Housing and Settlements 


The problem of housing became obvious recently as demonstrations by various 
groups have proliferated, While resources earmarked for housing cannot be 
augmented! without endangering the declared fiscal policy of the government, 
rather large resources are directed toward the construction budget in the 
settlements, The section dealing with rural conetruction is the most 
ulgnificant in the budget of the minister of housing, though not the only 
one. In Section 70, the ministry allocates 0,152 b.llion for rural con- 
struction and another half a billion as an expenditure predicated on income, 
out of a total of 2,712 billion. In addition, the ministry can make commit- 
mente of up to 3,325 billion, 
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Section 90 (expenditures) itemizes the expenditures for rural conetruction, 
reaching 2.6 billion thie year, with permission to commit additional 2,925 
billion (these figures do not include sume earmarked for emall settlemente, 
Druse and Circasatan, totalling 100 million--though part of the money ie 
apent beyond the green line), 


How much te apent on rural conatruction beyond the green line? According to 
data on pages 186-192 of the budget report of the ministry of construction 
and housing, in the years 1967-79 some 6,952 apartments were built, of which 
only 1,100 were built within the green line (only 16 percent), According to 
these figures it is safe to assume that at least 80 percent of the figures 
in the budget were spent beyond the green line, The results are seen in the 
following chart (Source: the above mentioned budget report):

Yet the sume spent on rural construction do not reflect all the money ear- 
marked for settlements. On page 184 of the above budget report it ie stated 
clearly that these amounte do not include construction in major urban centers 
such as Kiriat Arba, Maale Adumin, etc, We do not have exact data on such 
urban centers throughout the country, but we can reconstruct the picture by 
looking at the data of the Jerusalem area, In thie area the ministry tells 
ue that 5,748 apartments are being built, including 816 in Kiriat Arba and 
Maale Adumin. Since the ministry estimates this year's cost of apartments 
at 2.4 million each, in the Jerusalem area alone we spend 2 billion beyond 
the green line, And if this ie true there, it is safe to assume that in 
other sections large sume of money are hidden which are spent beyond the 
green line, without taking into account that the cost of development is, 
according to officials of the ministry of housing, extremely high and there- 
fore the cost per unit does not reflect the accurate amount spent. 


Rural and urban construction conetitute some 7.5 billion pounds within the 
framework of the housing budget alone, which already exceeds Mr Hurvitz's 
figure. It should be pointed out that apartments in the administrated 
territories are considered apartments in development areas, and according 
to officials of the ministry 80 to 95 percent of the price is given to the 
buyers through various grants. Thus, for example, the defense grant in 
Kiriat Arba is 150 thousand pounds, same as Beit Shean, although the social 
criteria can be completely different. 
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As part of the project of construction of inetitutionse the minietry will 
allocate 76 million for building a school itn Maale Adumim (while the minietry 
of education te threatening introducing a second shift around the country) 
and 122 million for building the Wall Yeshiva, The settlers who will be 
evacuated from Ofira will receive 380 million pounds, while the population 

of the town has grown as a result of the evacuation of the Sinai. From 
sources outside the ministry of housing in Section 30, the government 
allocates 3,6 billion pounds for the settlers who will be evacuated from 
Yamit and the Sinai, 


Agriculture and Settlements 


The ministry of agriculture with the aseistance of the Jewish Agency will 
spend 3 billion pounds on new settlements, The minietry can commit an 
additional 3,8 billion according to the same section. To this one should 
add the carryover of half a billion in reserves from 1979, The ministry will 
spend a quarter of a billion in Merhav Shlomo (50 percent will be taken from 
the development budget), some of which will be spent on inexplicable areas 
such as Ras Muhammad and St. Catherine which have since been returned to 


Egypt. An additional 280 million will be spent on the Rafa Salient and the 
Sinai, 


With the worsening of the irrigation problem the ministry will budget 1.3 
billion for developing water sources, Of thie 469 million will be earmarked 
beyond the green line (36 percent of the total investment!) with an additional 
commitable 222 million, All of this does not mean that all this money will 
indeed be epent beyond the green line, since these are relatively flexible 
sections. Proof: the hardship fund of 908 million pounds, of which the 
ministry will transfer 100 million to the new settlements. 


The Israel-United States Foundation for Agricultural Research etarted ite 
activities in 1976 and will continue this year. The ministry of agriculture 
states in its budget report (page 105) regarding the agricultural research: 
"Accelerated development of new areas of settlement and agriculture requires 
research and experiments of a local nature, which will contribute toward 
significant technological improvement for the local settlers.,..Recause of 
the distance from the center (of the research posts, 1.8.) require a special 
effort...and a relatively higher budget." How much, then, of the 939 
million in this section is earmarked for the administrated territories if 
the ministry is thus cautioning us? 


The credit for farmers this year is one billion pounds. The ministry explains 
that most of the money will be in the form of aid to settlements established 
since 1967, Since most of them are beyond the green line it is safe to 

aseume that at least 750 million of this amount will be spent there, according 
to experts and to the ministry iteelf (page 128 of the ministry's budget 
report). The subsidy to farmers through the rates of water is hard to 
estimate, and it will increase as the prices go up during the year. A very 
cautious estimate of the amount awarded to the settlements in this fashion 

is at least a billion pounds. 
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There are no exact figures how much of the 477 millions earmarked for 
atimulating agricultural production will be given to the settlements in 

the territories, but if the policy followed by the minietry will apply 

here ae well, the settlements will certainly not be left out. Despite the 
policy of cutting the subsidies for basic foods, the ministry of finance has 
found within the section an additional 124 million pounds for water supply 
tor the settlement beyond the green line, The department of nature preserves 
(ite budget is 57,5 million) keeps 40 percent of ite manpower and ene third 
of ite vehicles beyond the green line. Of the 256 settlements (out of 867) 
still under the care of the settlement department of the Jewish Agency, 94 
are beyond the green line, Needless to say, this care costs several tenes 

of millions of pounds a year, 





Emergency Expenditures and Small Departments 


[It is a known fact that the ministry of defense does not publicize ite 
expenditures, Only the section regarding emergency expenditures and 
territories offers a peak into the goings on beyond the green line, The 
budget in this section is 2,7 billion pounds. The nature of the emergency 
expenditures is alluded to, for inetance, in the budget of the ministry of 
construction and housing. Thus, 124 million is tranefered from the section 
of emergency expenditures to the financing of rural construction, and there 
are other amounts to pay for past debts. The same applies to roads and other 
items related to development and settlement beyond the green line, 


These amounts do not include the enormous expenses of guarding the settle- 

ments, vacating settlements net authorized by the government, or such tasks 
as transfering equipment by helicopter from Alon Moreh to Har Kabir, which 

add up to many millions of pounds but are included in the secret budget of 

the IDF. 


Departments with relatively emall budgets also make a contribution to the 
cause of the settlements, though they may seem removed from this matter, 
The ministry of religion builds synagogues and provides religious services 
to the tune of tens of millions of pounds excluding the annual grant of 
23,000 per person given to 2,400 students in the religious academies, The 
ministry of communications spends 10 million in expanding the network, and 
10 million on manpower in the territories, and more, and transfers two 
mobile telephone exchanges to Katzrin and Kiriat Arba (with one of the 
lowest rates of usage in Israel), The ministry of social betterment has 
opened an office in the Golan Heights and supports many day care centers 
and preschools in the territories. Mothers in the settlements are given 
many generous discounts (they are considered Al for this purpose), regardless 
of their economical circumstances, which is not the case within the green 
line, 


The office of the prime minister grants an interesting subsidy: to encourage 
dialogue with the Arab residents in the territories, the newspaper Al Anba 
which enjoys zero perstige in the territories receives a grant of 25 million 
pounds, 
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Kducation and Development 


Despite the warnings of Education Minieter Hammer, whoee budget ie approaching 
the red Line, the situation beyond the green line ie different, There ie 

no itemization of thie ministry's budget, except for some indivect data, 

Thos, for example, of the 413 million allocated thie year for building achoole, 
76 aillion will be epent in Maale Adumim, in a rather wide ranging national 
system, While classroom etudent ratio in 1978 in public echoole averaged 

29.) eatudente per class, in the Weat Bank even two children warrant the 

opening of a clasa, 


ere are some figures which were tesued by the ainietry of education and 
the Central Bureau of Statietices in 19786,; Kiriat Arba, religious public 
achoole-four teaching positions, 20 atudente; Hebron settlers’ achool--29 
positions, 236 atudents; Alon Moreh--nine positions, © students; Elkana~~ 
eight positions, 36 students; Alon Shvut--18 positions, 169 students; Neveh 
Teule=3) etudente, three classes, The examples abound, 


These Cigures-ewhich point out to @ rather wide ranging syetem--aleo show 
the existence of a system of incentives and benefite paid to the teachers, 
such ae moving expenses, raises, seniority, interest free loans, etc, 
Though it has no socto-economical justification, the food program is 
generoushy carried out in the territories, and recently the settlements 
received gore portions of food than the number of children. 


The mintetry of education has aleo established two Zioniet inetitutes, one 
in Keshet and one in Alon Shwvut. Here too indirect subsidies are passed on 
to the settlements through salaries, per diem, transportation, and various 
services, The transporting and boarding of children brought over across 
the green line, inatead of epending shorter periods nearer home, ie 
expensive, and constitutes epending of additional funde on the settlements, 
The same ie true in regard to field schoole, where 33 percent of the teachers, 
30 percent of the youth leaders, and 25 percent of the housing of students 
is in the settlements. All this presents an annual hidden cost adding up 
to tens of millions, While the nutrition program thie wae cut back from 
268 million pounds to 251 million, the security budget wae increased from 
1.7 million to 110 million, and the transportation budget rose from 297 to 
631 willion. Many maintain that much of this money is epent beyond the 
green line. 


Within the framework of local government, the ministry of the interior 
transfers large sume of money to councile and settlements in the territories 
without any relation to the number of inhabitants. This includes salaries 
and various services. The ministry also spends 348 million on guarding 

the settlements, and it is not clear how auch is spnt beyond the green Line. 
This ie in addition to che expenditure of 350 million a year on police in 

the territories, 
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The mintetry ef taduetry and tourtem will epend thie year 751 million pounds 
on conetevetion in development areas, and will be able to commit an additional

All of thie meane that the government, judging only from the known infor~ 
mation, will epend some 15 billion pounde on the settlements, If we add the 
cout of dlamantiing settlemente (in Sinaie--3,6 billion) and the emergency 
expenditure, the total epent in the territories thie year ie more than 21,6 
billion, and the permission to commit additional funde ie more than 12 
billion, Thie does not include the ongoing expenditures which no Longer 
are treated by the budget--income tax exemptions for businesses and indi- 
viduale (7,5 percent Mar individuals), @ vast eyetem of incentives, grante, 
exemption from real eatace fees, and salaries of many government employees 
whose work te directly or indirectly linked to the system which hae 
developed in the adminiatrated territories, 


According to the foregoing the budget in the territories te over 8 percent 
of the regular and development budget, Without looking at the political 
aepecte of the settlements, it te clear that both the financing of the 
settlements and their role in yee the inflation raiee questions about 
the entire syaetem and about the credibility of thtepronouncements of the 
minieter of finance, The amounts are much higher than those propounded by 
Mr Nurvite, and conetitute a rather gajor share of the total budget, This 
share te apent on 10,000 people, at the expense of 3 million people within 
the green line who suffer cute in services, and at the expense of social 
and security needs which may be considered much more vitel.

SETTLERS REPORTED LEAVING GALILEE

Leave Development Towne in the Galilee Than Will Joiny The Mayors: The 
Government Does Not Help--We Have Nothing to Offer Except the View") 


[Text] Grave concern wae expressed yesterday at the conference of mayore of 
development towns in the north which took place in Safad over the emall 
number of applicants for absorption in the Galilee through the Center for 
Stering toward Settlement in Development Towne and the wave of residents 
leaving those towns, 


[t wae reported at the conference that according to the data of the Bureau 
of Statietics, 14,080 residents left the development towne in the north in 
the yeare 1978-79, In 1979, 8430 new residents settled in the Galilee and 
6833 left. The outlook for 1980 ie rather bleak. It seems that the number 
of those leaving will surpase that of new settlers, The two towns in the 
Galilee with the largest number of new settlers are Karmiel, which absorbed 
2138 (a national record), and Nasareth Ilit, which absorbed 1128, The towns 
which lost the most residents are Tiberias and Kiriat Shmona, 33° and 314 
respectively, The population of Nazareth Ilit increased thie year by 7.5 
percent. 


Mr Zohar Gindel, Director of the Center for Steering toward Settlement in 

the Development Towne, said that generally the center receives inquiries 
during the summer, but thie year there are hardly any inquiries. The reasons 
are the probleme of employment and housing. The Galilee today has no 
advantage over the central part of lerael. 


The mayors of the development towne in the Galilee maintain that lately the 
government has been neglecting the Galilee, especially in regard to benefits 
and ald to immigrants and settlers in the Galilee, and besides the beautiful 
landecape and the peaceful environment the Galilee has nothing to offer. 
Most of the complaints were directed at the ministry of housing which forces 
new residents to invest about a million and a half pounds on purchasing an 
apariment, including a linked loan, 
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At the recommendation of the director of the steering center, absorptton 
committees and centerea will be establiehed locally in the towne, Lt wae 

aleo decided to convene a symposium on the probleme of the Galilee in which 
all those dealing with thie tesue ae well ae representatives from abroad 

will participate, and to conduct @ survey on the probleme of the new residents 
in the development towne in the Galilee, 


Me Amos Lutan, Coordinator of Government Activities in the Galilee, called 
upon the mayors to support the proposal to approve al) the budgete for 
conetruction and building foundations for absorption in the towne, 


The second phase of the project for absorbing residents in Ma'alot will soon 
begin. About 100 families are expected,

DEMOGRAPHIC STUDY COMPARES JEWISH, ARAB POPULATIONS

[Text | Withdrawal from territories inhabited by Arab populations in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip seems to be a must for the existence of a “democratic 
Jewish atate” according to the platforme of several political parties and 
parties-in-formation, ae well ae in the talke of statesmen and political 
experts who have created a "demographic monster" which they have now come 

to fear, 


To substantiate thie imperative they bandy about statements like, "In one 
generation the numbers of the non-Jewish population will surpass the Jewish 
and will endanger the Jewish population," or, "It ie well known that the 
birth rate of Arab families, Moslem and Christian, ie higher than the Jewish, 
hence the prognosis of population growth indicates that in 30 to 50 yeare 

the Arab minority will equal numerically the Jewish majority, and will than 
surpass it," 


All prognoses are based on some basic assumptions. Thus, any conclusion 
can be arrived at according to the wishes or the preconceived notions of 
the prognosticator, by adjusting the basic assumptions, Yet in regard to 
the fluctuations in the composition of the population in lerael we have the 
decisive data: twelve yeare of Lleraeli rule in all of western lIerael, 


According to the published data of the Central Bureau of Statistics, the 
Jewish population in late 1967 was 2,383,600. The non-Jewish was 1,359,300, 
of which 392,700 lived ineide Lerael and United Jerusalem, 565,700 in the 
Weet Bank, and 380,900 in the Gaga Strip and northern Sinai (eee chart). 

In other words, the percentage of non-Jews in western Ierael was 36,3, the 
percentage of non-Jews ineide Israel (within the green line) wae 14,1, and 
in the West Bank and Gaza 22,2, Eleven years later, in 1978, the Jewish 
population was 3,141,200 and the non-Jewish 1,737,000, of which 596,400 
lived within Lerael (including United Jerusalem), 690,400 in the West Bank, 
and 450,200 in Gaza and northern Sinai. 











In the eleven years from 1967 to 1978 the percentage of the non-Jews in all 
of western lerael went down from 36.3 to 35.3, Thie de not a substantial 
decrease, but it certainly does not indicate a stabilization of this per- 
centage, It te important to point out that within lerael and Jerusalem the 
percentage of non-Jews went up from 14,1 in 1967 to 16 in 1978, while in 
the Weet Bank, the Gaza Strip, and northern Sinai the percentage went down 
from 22,2 in 1967 to 19.6 in 1978, 


This process continued aleo in 1979, according to that year's data, In 1979 
there were 3,218,400 Jews and 1,749,700 non-Jews in lereael. Thue in 1979, 
twelve yeare after the unification of western Llerael, the percentage of non- 
Jews went down to 35,2, namely, 1.1 percent less than the percentage of 
non-Jews in 1967, 


Only 400,000 


It should aleo be pointed out that in the years 1967-78 the Jewish population 
increased by 32 percent, while the non-Jewish population in all of western 
lerael increased by 26 percent, The surprising facts in the data of the 
Central Bureau of Statistics show that there are other factore which affect 
the composition of the population of which the birth rate is only one. Hence, 
those prophecies which are based mainiy on the birth rate of the Jewish and 
non-Jewish populations do not reflect the realities of the region. The 
demographic processes ae a whole cause the demographic monster to ehrink to 
ite natural proportions, 


To those who suffer from demographic feare and as a result create a theory 

of a "democratic Jewish state" within the bordere of 1949 with slight changes, 
it should be emphasized that precisely within the green line the percentage 
of non-Jews went up in the years 1967-786 from 14.1 to 16. The limiting of 
the Jewish population within the green line endangers to giowth of the 

Jewish majority, whereas the settling of Jews in all the territories of 
western Israel can provide the expansion of settlement which will balance 

the relative growth of the non-Jewish population with the green line. 


The other components of the demographic monster are the increase and decrease 
of the Jewish population iteelf. Here too the data of the Central Bureau 

of Statistics are instructive, fFiret, there is no basis in reality to the 
rumor that half a million Ieraelis emigrants live in New York and another 
quarter million in Los Angeles, ae indeed has been reported in the media. 

It turns out that in the 31 years of the state, from 1948 to 1979, the number 
of those in possession of Ieraeli citizenship who left lerael exceeded the 
number of those who came in by slightly more than 300,000. If we include 

the children of the emigrants, it can be aseumed that the number of the 
emigrants and their children in all these years doe: not exceed 400,000 
world-wide,

Although these numbers are emaller than those which had been broadcasted 

by the media, it in clear to all that emigration presente a dangerous 

trend, and it ie necessary to atrive to reduce it, It should be stressed 

that before the birth of the etate the emigration was relatively higher, 

In the crieie years of 1925-28 emigration exceeded immigration, Since the 
eatablishment of the eatate immigration has been 20,000-35,000 a year (excluding 
years of unusual rise or decline), and emigration was between 6-16 thousand 

a year, In 1978-79 emigration wae 10,000-12,000 a year, 


The Leraeli Soctal Fabric 


There ie a danger in chat the media people, influenced by personal impressions, 
either their own or those of public figures, may mislead the public by 
presenting inaccurate surveye and irrelevant data, An imigration of 10,000 

a year ie @ cause for concern, but let use not create the impression that tens 
of thousands a year are leaving. The reduction of emigration depends primarily 
on the social fabric of life in Lerael, including Zionist education, 

economical development-employment, housing, etc,, and the social quality of 
life, All of these have to be improved if emigration is to be reduced and 
immigration increased, 


A truly alarming development which should be cautioned against ie the danger 
of demographic annihilation as voiced by Professor Baky and by others in 
recent years, Our epiritual leaders, the rabbis and lay leaders of Jewish 
communities in all branches of Judaiem mu... wake up and begin to conduct an 
information and education campaign to make every young Jewish family aware 
of ite duty to work toward the survival of the Jewish people and the Jewish 
family. In Ierael we must work through the Jewish Agency to help families 
with many children economically and socially, through tax reductions, better 
housing, and education, In my estimation thie matter is of supreme Jewish 
importance and should be put at the top of the list of priorities of the 
Jewish Agency and of all Jewish organizations throughout the world,

SYRLAN INVOLVEMENT LN CABINET FORMATION CRITICIZED 
Beirut L'ORIENT-LE JOUR in French 4 Aug 80 p 3 


[Text] Mr Camille Chamoun, the ledder of the PNL 
[expaneion unknown), ineieted once again in a state- 
ment made yesterday that there be no foreign in- 
volvement in the formation of the next cabinet. 

He also denounced the terroriet attack againet the 
presse after the assassination of Riad Taha. 


"l have already said that parliamentary tradition requires that the presi- 
dent of the appointed council present a list of names to the chief of 
state," Mr Chamoun said, "If no agreement is reached, the procedure is 
begun again, once, twice, or three times, In these cases it is essential 
to follow the procedures set out in the Lebanese constitution. Delays 

and excessive commentary only complicate the situation. There ie a lot 

of talk these days about Syrian involvement in thie affair," the former 
chief of state continued, "It is eaid, thus, that the Syrians are demand- 
ing the ministries of defense and finance for their sympathizers. Accord~- 
ing to the rumors running around, gore and more pressure is being applied. 
So we are within our righte to ask: ie the next cabinet going to Lebanese 
or Syrian? As for us, we want it to be Lebanese both in ite membership 
and in its political allegiance. The government must conduct the foreign 
policy of the country in coordination with the Arab countries, with Iraq, 
Syria, or any other country, in line with the Arab League pact and with- 
out discrimination. But above all it muet be conducted in terms of 
Lebanon's higher interests, if we want to get the country out of this 
rut." 


Out rages 


Commenting next on the deterioration of security conditions, President 
Chamoun said: 


"There ie a new factor in the situation, which ie that a number of jour- 
naliste have been constrained to leave the country out of fear of violence, 
whether by explosives or by automatic arms fire. 
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"We know thie te what happened when Riad Taha wae assassinated, Thies te 
a eituation of a certain gravity, for it hae not been customary for pree- 
sures on the press and the people aseume such barbarous forme, For our 
part, we have endured for yeare the criticitem of the press, without for 
all that treating journaliete ae our enemies. 1 must eay that with this 
series of calculated outrages we are witneseing, the situation hardly 
lends iteelf to optimiem. Thie ie quite serious, especially if one has 
the idea that an Arab country te behind all of it, They want to reduce 
the preas to ellence by bombs and bullets. This te absolutely unaccept- 
able, and freedom, in my view, will win in the end, for a cause can only 
be advanced by reason and persuasion, not by violence. As for ue, we 
believe that the press should be able to do ite work in the context of an 
aseured statue of tamunity, but one which aleo permite strict verifica- 
tion of the authenticity of newe information, for the elimination of 
ineinuations or trial balloons." 


TV 
Questioned about the Canal 12 affair, Mr Chamoun said: 


"I did not know about thie affair in detail. All that has come to me has 
been the story of Charlee Rizk and Canal 12, 


"In connection with that, | must emphasize that the state's impotence is 
total, and all it can succeed in doing ‘* organize festivities. It has 
not led us to expect any efficiency on the technical side or in recon- 
struction, Even if the government tries to turn thinge around in this 
area, we doubt it comes to any concrete results." 


Finally, President Chamoun responded to a remark about the etir created 
by hie statement Saturday about army display, which he described as a 
"masquerade," saying: 


"It ie quite predictable that there would be a etir, for all 1 did was 
point to a concrete reality. 1 said that there were in the army valuable 
officers and soldiers, But che defeatiet epirit being pumpted into them 
ie going to paralyze the army and prevent it from succeeding in ite mis- 
sion. We do not wish thie to be #0, on the contrary we want to see a 
strong army, capable of maintaining the authority of the state and law 
and order throughout Lebanon.

NATLONAL MOVEMENT, FRANJIYAH, KARAMI ISSUE STATEMENT ON INTERNAL SITUATION

[Text] Mr Ibrahim Koleilat, leader of the "Moura- 
bitoun,” [translation unknown), in hie capacity as 
president of the delegation of the "National Move- 
ment,"' which Sunday went to see President Frangie 
at Ehden and which met yesterday with President 
Rachid Karame, yesterday read a joint communique 
[signed by) Frangie-Karame-National Movement: 


"A delegation representing the Lebanese National Movement visited Ehden and 
Tripoli on Sunday and Monday, 3 and 4 Auguet for meetings with Presidente 
Sleiman Frangie and Rachid Karame, In the course of these meetings there 
proceeded a ‘tour d'horigon' of Lebanese and regional problems as well as 
of developments in the internal political eituation. 


"Regarding the Arab situation, the participants took note of the conflict 
the Arab world is experiencing, over the Camp David plan, a conflict which 
pite the liberation gnd unification forces against the hired forces of 
partition, the Zionist conspiracy attempting to create raciet and confes- 
sional mini-states and manipulating internal currents to this end. The 
present phase is moreover marked by the attempt at the Judaisation of 
Jerusalem, The meeting participants stressed the seriousness of this 
question and they described the new Ieraeli measures ae a dangerous attack 
on national, humanitarian, spiritual, and historical values. The partici- 
pants urge the Arabe, both peoples and governments, to act rapidly to save 
Jerusalem by defending Arabiem, considering that Lebanon has an important 
role to play in thie regard. They aleo call on all the peoples and govern- 
ments of the world to assume their responsibilities so that Jerusalem can 
keep ite historic character." 


The Situation Internally 


"On the internal scene," /Mr Koleilat continued,/ "all points of view were 
in perfect accord in considering that the Leraeli colonialist conspiracy 
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Le working to crumble Lebanon into raciet and confessional mini-satates, 
with the prospect of an explosion which would shake the entire Arab region, 
in order to etrike at the reaietance of Syria and the forces of Arab con- 
frontation hostile to the Camp David plan, 


"In Light of these facts, it wae recognized that the principle danger which 
threatens the existence of the Lebanese nation is concretely exemplified 

in the plan which the Kataeb party ie trying to execute, under the super- 
vision and protection of [erael, a plan that aime at creating a partition- 
let, confessional, and raciet etate, as a point of departure for domination 
over all of Lebanon, which would then be subjected to a fascist authority 
that would etrangle all democracy. The killings of 7 July gave the open- 
ing #lgnal for the Liquidation even of allies of Kataeb, the only part 
trying in this way to aseure @ supremacy which in ite view must definitely 
extend over the entire country. But this effort meets with the overwhela- 
ing rejection of the Lebanese, and more particularly of the Christians. 





Then, the meeting participants emphasized that the pursuit of the Kataeb 
plan remaine the principle stumbling-block to national entente, the princi- 
ples of which remained a dead letter, whereas they had been ratified by the 
Kataeb, which [nevertheless] acted in the field in a manner totally at 
variance with these principles, attempting to create a confessional mini-~- 
atate at the expense of the legality and the unity of Lebanon."

"Now," /Mr Koleilat continued,/ "it ie in thie rather serious situation 
that the resignation of the Hoses cabinet wae accepted, after a dispute 
over the bill to reorganize the army and over the possibility of utilizing 
it ae an inetrument accepted by all Lebanese, starting from the necessity 
of opposing the control of partitioniet militias over regions of the state. 
The timing of the acceptance of the resignation, set for two days after 
the massacres of 7 July, appears ae an attempt to cover up these massa- 
cres, even while knowing that it would be impossible to set up a capable 
cabinet, because the Kataeb plan ie totally and fundamentally opposed to 
the very epirit of entente. Also, the participants are in agreement in 
considering that the comportment of the government, since the proclamation 
of the principles of entente, hase not been at the high level of serious 
action required to defend these same principles and to assure their im- 
plementation. On the contrary, the military, administrative, security, 
and economic measures adopted by the Kataeb to complete the building of 
their partitionist mini-state have been ignored. It seems that submission 
to the Kataeb blackmail is the dominant characteristic of the official 
attituc., without even counting the many occasions when the government 

has remained passive in the face of events. It appears clear that the 
argument that a cabinet should be formed from "active forces" to permit 
the entry of the army into the regione where it can torpedo the Kataeb 
plan ie fallacious. 








"In reality the army is already in these regions and it has watched massa~ 
crea with arma folded, as it watched the attack of the militias on the 
ports without budging. In fact the authorities have never made a single 
political decision which would oppose partitionist actions, or protect the 
existence of people and the public sectors. Moreover, by not completing 
the bill on reorganization of the army, this institution's inability to 
act 1# perpetuated, Starting from these common ideas, President's 

Sleiman Frangie and Rachid Karame, as well as the delegation of the 
"National Movement" underline the following pointe: 


--The fascist Kataeb mini-state, which is presently being erected on the 
ground, must be considered the principle obstacle to national entente. 
One must therefore organize united national opposition to this fascist 
project supported by Israel, in order to save Lebanon and also the Arab 
region from the dangers to come. 


~-Blame the chief of state for the power vacuum at the top, both because 
of accepting the resignation of the government and designating a prime 
minister, It is appropriate to urge the president of the republic to 
assume hie responsibilities fully, with the aim of abolishing the par- 
titionist fait accompli imposed by the Kataeb, by forming an effective 
government, whose prime minister an.’ members would take the actions 
necessary to guarantee the application of the principles of entente. 


--The principle mission of thie government would be to test the real in- 
tentions of Kataeb and the other parties, by constraining them to assume 
their responsibilities with respect to the execution of the principles 
of entente, during a set period of time. If the Kataeb give up their 
partitionist positions, and their collaboration with Israel, and come 
back to reliance on the state, it will then become possible to think of 
a cabinet of "active forces" to achieve the practical realization of 
national entente. 


--The participants insisted on the necessity of preserving unity in the 
nation's ranks in order to meet the dangers which threaten Lebanon, and 
on the need for better coordination in all areas with the aim of safe- 
guarding the unity, the independence, and the Arabism of Lebanon, in face 
of the Zionist enemy which covets our lands."

"The bombs of the exodus [sic] which beat down continually on our villages, 
throughout the South, the indifference of the international community and 
the Arab countries, the practices of which we are victims, all this only 
reaffirms our conviction that there is a plot aimed at chasing us from 

our doorsteps and from the land of our forbears, There is thus an attempt 
to turn us into refugees, living in unspeakable hovels and on desolate 
‘lote of ground, so the plotters can replace us."

liowever, the need for the revolutionary committees ie a phased, and not « 
theoretical, need, We mean by thie that application of the theory of the 
people's authority does not necessarily require the presence of revolution- 
ary committees. These committees are not a fundamental part of the theory, 
The need for the revoluttonary committees emanates from the nature of the 
social, political, economic and cultural conditions inherited from a regime 
hostile to the people's authority. Traneformation from thie eituation 
which te in conflict with the people's authority to a situation compatible 
with thie authority requires the presence of thie inetrument. Therefore, 
the presence of the inetrument ta necessitated by the nature of the 
transitional phase and not by the theory, 


Moreover, the presence of these committees is tied to reaffirming and 
realising the people's authority, considering that they are the inetrument 
for thie purpose. When thie te realized, there te no more need for the 
continued presence of the revolutionary committees, This means that 
attatoment of the goal for which the committees are created leads to dia- 
solving the committees automatically. When every c.tizen becomes a 
revolutionary committee, there ta no longer any juatification for the 
presence of these committees. The colonel has etated thie frequently and 
in more than one place. 





lresence of Kevolutionary Committees 


At the end of 1977, the revolution forces rallied and tormed revolut lonary 
Committees in the various popular, untoniat and production congresses, in 
the univeraitiow, iInatitutes and in other popular poatttona, 


identity of Revolutionary Committees 


lhe revolutionary committees are not an authority and they have no right to 
exerciae any power, elee they will turn into an tnatrument of domination and 
will clash with the broad masses who alone have the power to make the deciaton 
through the baste people's congresses, The inatrument for implementing these 
dectatonea ta, ae already pointed out, the people's committees that are 
selected by the baste people's congresses, 


Care hae been taken to keep the revolutionary committees away from power, 
elee they will turn into a party or a faction that exercises ite dictatorship 
over the masses and they will turn into an obstacle in the face of the 
people's authority rather than be an inetrument for thie authority. 


The reality that dictated the presence of these committees ta, as we have 
already pointed out, the presence of peychological, social, political, 
economic, cultural and religious obstacles inherited from a regime totally 
remote from the people's authority, How can a citizen move from a situation 
under which he exercises none of hie pc it.cal righte, he te subject to 
economic pressures and ie saturated with a fuulty education and a faulty 
explanation of the religion which entrenches the authority of the few--the 
individual's economic and political authority and ite consequences--how 
can euch an allenated citizen return to hie human reality and exercise his 
righte’? te te inevitable that some deviations will occur and that some 
obstacles will arise ae a result of the “psychological terror." (The 
revolutionary committees meeting, Qar Yunis University, the colonel) 


Yor these reasons generally, citizens liberated from their peychological 
terror and aware of their freedom and their rights had to be developed so 
that they may become a model for others, But thought wae given to the fact 
that these citizens may turn into a power and inherit the authority which 
the third internattonal theory destroys [sic]. There ie nothing easier 
than teeuing orders and it is easter to compel people than to persuade and 
convince them, For fear that thie might happen, the colonel saw it fit 
that the revolutionary committees, entrusted with acting as the model for 
the masses, be kept away from power, that they be denied any privileges, 
that their membership result in no privileges and that no condition, other 
than belief in the people's authority, be required for their membership. 


The revolutionary committees are the political and practical framework for 
the revolutionary forces of the 1 September revolution, the revolutionary 
leaderships guiding the broad masses toward advanced positions day after 
day, the nerve center that moves the broad masses and the arteries of a 
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soclety undergoing revolutionary transformation, These committees are 

aleo the tnatrument preaching a new culture and calling for religious and 
national unity, Therefore, the revolutionary committees are the political 
framework within which the revoluttonary forces are organised, Even 

though it te indiaputable that power belongs to the people, the masses 

need, ae a reault of the conditions of the phase of fundamental revolutton- 
ary transformation, those who will guide them and encourage them to exercise 
their power, without domination and without allowing thie power to be 
exerciaed by proxy, 


(he revolutionary committees are aleo the practical framework through which 
the revolutionary forces perform thetr role in leading, encouraging and 
atirring tue masses to exercise their power through the people's congresses, 


The committees are aleo the revolutionary leaderahipee-but not authoritative 
leadershipae=that constantly lead the masses toward advanced positions tn 
order to realize the true and actual exercise of the people's authority 

and to attain soctallam, 


The revolutionary committees are the nerve center that moves the masses in 
the direction of exerciaing thelr authority and of entrenching thie 
authority, To the masses, these committees are like arteries in the human 
body, The more widespread are these committves among the masses, the greater 
in the masses’ awareness and understanding of the concept of the people's 
authority and of tts humanitartan theses, A soctety undergoing revolution- 
ary and democratic transformation, without domination by any of ite groups, 
ie thus able to benefit from ite material and cultural accompltahmente, 


The revolutionary committees are aleo the inetrument for preaching the new 
culture and the soctety of partners in abundance and prosperity and not the 
soctety of hirelings and slaves or the soctety of material exploitation and 
moral and religious degeneration, They are the tnetrument for preaching 

a soctety in which authority belonge to all the masses, wealth belongs to 
all the masses and weapons belong to all the masses so that they may defend 
their freedom, wealth and extetence. 


Who Ia Committee Member’? 


The member of a revolutionary committee ta "the model of the new ideal man 
who ta committed religtouely and nationally, who te a model of ekill and 
behavior, who la the mearenger of the new culture and who preaches the era 
of the masses.” Thie means that thie man reflects the new democracy and 
avotdea the exerctae of domination tn all hie acttlone and conduct. He is 

the new man who wae born morally, not physically, with the 1 September 
revolution, This man hae been born saturated with he tdeas of thie great 
revolution and aware of all of ite humanitarian theaos, whether in terme 

of the rule of the masses or in terma of the soctaltet economic course which 
followa by necesatty the popular character of the authority. Thies man te 

a model and an example in hie underaetanding of the third international theory 
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with ite three seetions and in hie pe. asonal application of tthe theses, He 

lu the man committed revoluttonarily, religiously and nationally, Thie te 
axiomatic, considering that a revolutionary committee's number Le an 

advocate of national and religious unity, Religious and national commitment 
in a fundamental echaractertatic of the action for which thin man ta qualified, 


Moreover, religious commitment te basic, in several parte of the theory, 

in sympostume and in hie numerous aepeeches, the colonel has expressed the 
opinion that the only commitment capable of regulating and controlling man's 
behavior ta the tntrinele commitment emanating from faith, All other kinds 
of commitment can be eclreumvented: The law can be clroumvented and man can 
commit the uglteat erimes when he belleves he can escape the law and when he 
had no internal deterrent to atop him, Soctety can aleo be ciroumvented, 
When a person ta concealed from aoctety's eyes, he can engage in the 

basest actions, Hut if a man carries hie deterrence within himeelf wherever 
he may happen to be, then he cannot deceive himself, Moreover, a deterrent 
cannot be external because no matter what lawe soctety promulgates to 
encourage man to do good deeds and what rewards soctety offera the good 
doer, it remaine unable to attain thie goal, Beatdes, good deeda in this 
case are unethical because « reward te expected or because the law te 
feared, But if the motive for good deeds ta intrinetc, then man waite for 
no orders and expects no rewards, On the contrary, such @ man may reap 
probleme and difficulties from the good he does, The colonel has etressed, 
especially in the television sympostum he held with the professors and 
students of the paychology and soctolory “-partmente of Qar Yunte University, 
that the greater the need grows for teeuing laws and for ordere and re- 
atrictions, the more corrupt man te, The police, courte and jatile are 
nonexistent for a man committed tntrineteally. Thie tntrinete commitment 
emanates from a religtous faith into which man ia not coerced but which te 

a free option, 


In view of the nature of the revoluttonary's task, religious commitment 
which leads to moral commitment te very important #o that the revolutionary 
may not do othere an injustice, may commit no transgression or aggression, 
may not violate a eanctity, may not harm others with words or rumore and 
may not betray a truest, 


By nature, revolution ta againet monopolistic authority, Revolution's aim 
ia to destroy thie authority, The result te the destruction of the authority 
within the revolution tteelf and ite replacement--in the case of the 
absence of religtous commitment--by an external pyramidal organizat tonal 
authority. Thie te what has caused revolutions to turn into an inetrument 
of tyranny, oppression and monoploy. Who ta to prevent the victor againet 
the existing authority from exploiting the power that falla into hie hands? 
Who ie to prevent him from tyrannizing, suppressing and persecuting others 
and {rom @oral downfall’? We can circumvent the orders of his superiors 

and can even encourage them to fall morally and engage in greater domination 
of their followers. For the revolutionary, there ta no protection against 
downfall other than tntrinetc moral commitment. The importance of religious 
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commitment thus becomes evident and we can underatand why the third 
international theory focuses on thie commitment, 


A member of a revolutionary committee ta an example of akill by virtue 

of hia being aware of the knowledge and experiences necessary for the man 

of thie contemporary agee«the age of ecitence and thought, Such a member 

in aleo a model of behavior who provides an example to soctety, Thie te 
why we notice the atresa in the third tnternational theory on the importance 
of education, learning and aclence, A true revolutionary must be educated 
and a truly educated person ta inevitably a revoluttonary~-aee The 

tducated and the Revolution, Al@ZAHF AL“AKHDAR, firet edition, The oppo- 
nite of what has happened eleewhere extete here, Eleewhere, cultural prisons 
are beilg built, We mean by thie the prohibition of any cultural contact 

or communication with other cultures, Yor example, the circulation of 
numerous cultures hae been and te etill banned under the Marxiat regimes, 
tut the third international theory makes humanitarian culture conditional 
and does not discriminate between supporter and opponent, fHecuase it te a 
totally new theory, it hae no heritage supporting it directly, This fact 
reflectea self-confidence, considering that it te a theory that has come up 
with prinetples that cannot be overlooked, There can be backing down on 
equality but there can be no disregarding equality and there can be retro- 
gression to the era of the tndividualietic rule but there can be no diare- 
garding of the era of the rule of the masses, 


We have eaid that the revolutionary committees are a practical model for the 
meses to follow, This fact places an enormous responsibility on the 
shoulders of these committees’ members because they have to apply in 
practice what they advocate theoretically. It makes no sense for 4 man 

to advocate the people's authority and then adopt oppressive means to 
realize it; it makes no sense for a man to advocate soctaliom and then 
behave Like a capitaliet in hie daily life and it makes no sense for a 

man to advocate religious abidance when he ie morally dissolute or to claim 
that he fighte graft and favoritiem when he uses them ae a means, It 

mkes no sense for a man to call for sacrifice and self-denial when hie 
deeds belie his words. A revolutionary committee member is the model of 
the new man. Therefore, he has to live up to this model in all the affaire 
of hie Life. Ineofar as such a member ia concerned, there is no private 
life and public life--a private life in which he does whatever he Likes 

and a public Life in which he weare the mask of revolutioniam. Revolution 
is not a mask. Ae for those who use it ae a mask, the mask will fall and 
their true faces will be uncovered, The revolution te# not a job with 
privileges. it ta totleome conviction and action. 


If we underetand the revolutionary within this concept which the colonel 
has never ceased to stress and of which he has never stopped reminding, 
then, regrettably, we find few to whom these qualities apply. 
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lecaune Of thin enormous and diffleult responsibility, careful consideration 
han been given to enrollment in the membership of thease purely voluntary 
revoluttonary committees wo that thie membership may include only those who 
belleve that they have the capability to be the new human model in their 
relations, ta thelr love and hatred and in their anger and contentment, 
Withdrawal from thie membership has aleo been made voluntary #o that those 
who discover that they are unqualified and unable to shoulder ite hardehipe 
and reaponathbility may withdraw from the committees because their presence 
in them te harmful and not benefictal to the committees, Such members may 
withdraw without any queations asked if they have committed nothing to re- 
quire such questioning, Therefore, we find that what ie constant in the 
revolutionary committees ta place, Ase for the members, they change 
constantly, 


Vlace of Keveluttonary Committees 


Thin place te the headquarters at which the revoluttonary forces meet within 
the framework of a people's untoniat or etudnet congress or any other popu- 
lar site. They ere the permanent addreas through which contact ia made 
with the ceveluttonary forces in that place, It ia also the site from 
whic) Che rewoluttonary forces move in any revolutionary action program,

4. Exert efforte to enable the people's congresses to select revolutionary 
leadership elements, not by imposing certain individuale but by familiariaing 
the masses with the reaponatbilities resulting from their selection, by 
making the masses aware that their intereate are tiled to thelr good selection 
and by exposing intrudera who want to use the masses for their private 
interesta, 


The action of the revolutionary committees among the masses to enable them 
to make the right dectaion conatitutes an important and fundamental role 
in eatabliehing the people's authority. 


Second, Entrenching People's Authority 


The result to which the other five tasks entrusted to the revolutionary 
committees lead is the entrenchment of the people's authority, 


Third, Exercleaing Revolutionary Control 


Thie te done by exposing the reactionary, opportunietic and anti-revoluttonary 
actions committed by the anti-revolutionary elements because thelr intereste 
are in conflict with those of the revolution or by those who have not yet 
comprehended the meaning of the people's authority and who do not believe 

in this authority because it has been established on the debrie of their 
seats of power. The task of exposing these actions, regardless of whether 
these faulty actions are committed by well-meaning individuale who have 
misunderstood and misbehaved or by counter-revolutionary clementse, on the 
shoulders of the revolutionary committees by virtue of the fact that they 
include alert elements that comprehend the revolution's thought and that 

are committed religiously and nationally. These elements are, consequently, 
more capable than others of exposing and correcting the mistakes and of 
exposing and neutralizing the reactionary elements. 


But it is not the duty of the revolutionary committees to bring people to 
account or to punish them for their mistakes or for their hostile actions, 
These committees have no jurtediction whataoever in thie regard, Their 
task is confined to exposing those who commit such actions to the masses 
before their people's congresses #o that the masses may never trust these 
elements again. This should be done openly and without resorting to any 
twisted means so that these elements may be given the chance to clarify 
their positions. The final opinion reste with the masses. The revolu- 
tionary committees may not exercise authority on behalf of the masses of 
adopt decisions for them. The duty of the revolut! mary committees te 

to expose all the actions conflicting with the people's authority and 

with the society of partners and not of hirelings. It ie the duty of these 
committees to expose the perpetratore of such actions to the masses so that 
the masses may adopt against them the deterrent decision. 
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Fourth, Moving [Organising] People's Congresses 


Declaration of the eatabliahment of the people's authority on 2 March 1977 
does not mean that all the masses will rush automatically to the basic people's 
congresses to exerciae the right which they never had before, The paycho- 
logical obatacle, the remnantea of the economic relations, the legacy of the 
political authority and the reatdues of the custome and traditiona that 
entrench the unjust relations prevent the exercise of this right, Only a 
fool finds in the negative aspecta of participation a critictem or a chal- 
lenge againat the theory and only a fool believes that the masses change 
thelr attitude and turn from absolute negativiem to absolute posttiviem over- 
night. What tse new ts not accepted easily and the reatatance againat what 

lu new, if what ta new atands fast and proves ite feasibility, confirma 

that the new te better than the old, The teasue here pertaina not only to 
theoretical persuasion and conviction but also to practical conviction, 
meaning that the people's authority should prove iteelf practically ae a 
final solution in the interest of the masses, even though thie demand seems 
to be in conflict with itself, On the one hand, the people's authority 
cannot prove itself as a final practical solution except through the people 
themselves and, on the other hand, this authority te asked to take the role 
of a spectator, 


The revolutionary committees have been created for all these following 
reasons: To smash the psychological barrier, to liquidate the remnante of 
the unjust economic and political relat! as, to sweep away the residues of 
the soctal custome and traditions entrenching the unjust relattonse--race 
relations and so forth--and to involve the masses in the battle of action so 
that they may abandon their attitude as spectators, The U, 8. slaves 
returned to their mastera after their liberation from the "conventional" 
slavery because they found in the freedom given them a burden that they 
couldn't withetand, The revolutionary committee should prevent such a 
return, 


We can sum up in the following what the revolutionary committees perfrom in 
thie regard: 


|. Urge the masses to exercise their right and to join their popular con- 
greases. If the masses exercise this right, it then becomes impossible to 
anybody to usurp it from them, 


2. Familiarize the masses with the importance of these congresses, persuade 
them to exercise their popular authority, motivate them to participate in 
their congresses in order to discuss local tesues and general political 
{asues and urge them to take an actual part in selecting the committees to 
guarantee the right choice, 


j, Familiarize the masses with what they lose if the authority is usurped 
from them again and with the fact that the authority is a right that belongs 
to them and that must not be relinquished, 
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The beat people to perform these taske are the revolutionaries who can do 
this through the legal channel, namely the revolutionary committees "because 
there ta no revolutionary outeide the revolutionary committees," (The 
colonel, revolutionary rally, 4 January 1979),

[Excerpt] The revolutionary committees in all parte of the Jamahirtyah are 
currently keeping an eye on the etepe of the obatructionlatee-be they con- 
tractora, merchants, middlomen or representatives--are watching their 
movements, exposing them trying to persuade them warning them and urging them 
to move to the poettions of production and to etop their faulty actiona which 
are embodied in exploitation, theft or in circumventing the revolution's 
poattiona, 


Discovery of Vehicle Sparepart Warehouses 


Firet Inetance: Revolution force in al-Sabiri storms seven Toyota sparepart 
warehouses valued at 3 million dinara: 


The revolution force tn al-Sabiri, in cooperation with the municipal guards, 
has been able to raid the den of one of the people's explottera and blood- 
suckers and of those who conceal commodities from the eyes of the masses. 
Thie individual was concealing all these quantities of goods in warehouses 
that he had prepared apectally for storing the goode while giving people the 
false impression that the stores were empty. After gathering information 
and examining the facts concerning this swindler, called 'Abd-al-Rahman 
Muhanna ibn Ghurbal, who acquired the Libyan citizenship in 1976 and was 
previously a Tuntetan citizen, and a Tunisian partner called Bashir Sulayman 
al-Hajjam and after storming the firet warehouse, located in al-Sabirt 
Quarter, it became evident that the warehouse consists of two floore and is 
surprisingly full of Toyota spareparte whi :h have not been available even 

at the Public al-Salamah Vehicle Eetablishment (Toyota formerly). Thies is 
what has become evident from the stocktaking which has been going on for 

11 days and which te still in progress. This inventory-taking started 

after the formation of a stock-taking and followup committee comprised of 
the revolution force in the municipal guard, the [secretariat of] economy 
and of al-Salamah, al-Rahilah and Tibiet! establishments because the ware- 
houses contain other kinds of apareparts. The inventory-taking in the 

fireat warehouse, which has a total area of 1,000 square metere and which 
consists of two floors, te still in progress. 


It has also become evident from the inventory~-taking that the warehouse 
contains four modern looms that have not been used yet and 20,000 rolle of 
yarn. So far, 12 truckloads of this yarn have bee taken to the textile 
mill in Benghazi. This bourgeois had concealed the yarn and did not 
declare it to the revolution force that took over his textile plants during 
the revolution of the producers against the positions of exploitation to 
realize the slogan of “partners, not hirelings." 





As to how he acquired all these gooda and to the means he followed to get 

them, ‘Abde-al-Rahman eald that he got the goods through middlemanahip with 
the suppliers in Japan, belgium, Germany and France because he didn't deal 
with che manufacturing companies directly, He hae aleo said that he atill 
han 50,000 dinare’' worth of Toyota spareparte in Benghast port, 


Awe to how he sold hie goods, he recently followed a apectal method whereby 
he wold the goods for high prices under the cover of darkness, 


The masses have been in the direst needs for all these spareparte and the 
concealment of the goods has caused many vehicles in need of the sparepartes 
to remain out of order, 


Strong Demand for Gooda: Thies te what we notice at present at the doore of 
the Publie al«Salamah Vehicle Eetablishment tn Benghagt which gete over- 
crowded with people who want to get the spareparte which have been trane- 
ferred to it from the warehouses of the explotter, 


A large number of the brother citizens have said that their vehicles have 
been out of order for a period of more than 6 monthe because of the shortage 
and unavailability of spareparte at a time when this exploiter was concealing 
the goods from people in hia locked warehouses, 


The warehouses were managed and supervised and their goods were sold by 
workers whom the man brought from a neigh’ oring Arab country so that he may 
block the path in the face of the Libyans and exclude them from participating 
with him, 


The spareparts existing in the warehouses consist of astonishing numbers of 
exhaust pipes, Toyota--Carina type--engines, fuel filters, battery acid in 
big one-gallon containers, batteries with a power of 40 amperes and 12 
volts, ofl pumps (for Toyota Carinas), (Risquat 16 and Baluetri 66), car- 
buretors, front bumpers, numerous types of windshield, rear and side window 
glass and other numbered spareparte. 


From the abovementioned, we wonder if this incident and othere that we have 
mentioned are enough to remind the Libyans that they must be alert to what 
ie being committed against them and of the plote that the reactionaries and 
the exploiters are hatching againet them with the aim of equandering their 
money and time and then using them unwittingly to etand against the 
revolution, 


Second Instance: Shoes and Clothes Valued at One-Half Million Dinars 


In Ra's ‘Ubaydah Quarter, the revolution force has been able to raid several 
big warehouses containing men's women's and children's shoes and clothes 
which have been stored away by an exploiter for 3 years and which are valued 
at one-half million dinare, An inventroy hase been made and the goods have 
been transferred to the Secretariat of Economy and are on their way to the 
people's markets. 
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Third [natnace: Ten Containers Loaded With Peugeut Spareparte 


The revolution force in Baninah haa been able to selze 10 containers Loaded 
with the Peugeut spareparte in a warehouse in tu'atnt Quarter belonging to 
an exploiter who has tried to tamper with the people's needs with various 
meane of exploitation, 


The selzed goods have been handed over to the Secretariat of Economy tn 
benghazi which will supply them to the citizens through al-Qafilah Establishment. 


Thue, the revolution force te exerting constant efforts to block the path in 
the face of the exploiters and to entrench the people's auchority eo that 
wealth may belong to all, authority may belong to all and weapons may be in 
the hands of all, 


Fourth Inetance: 3,500 Suitcases Underground 


In al-Andalus Quarter, the revolution force has raided the premises of a 
bourgeois and found him concealing more than 3,500 suitcases of various 
sizes in underground hideouts. The suitcases have been turned over to the 
people's markets, 


Enough Cloth Material to Cover Coastal Strip 


The revolution force in al-Andalus Quarter has also raided a warehouse 


filled with enormous quantities of cloth material valued at 150,000 Libyan 
dinars.

[Text] The revolutionary committees continue to raid from their headquartere 
all the bourgeois and exploiters who try to rob the people's authority and 
wealth and to control what the people need--these bourgeois people who have 
sold away their conectence and who horde goods and commodities with the aim 
of creating confusion and chaos in the country and of spreading tendentions 
rumore that are liable to undermine the third international theory and ite 
new theses which are considered a final solution to man's problems. 


The revolution force ia the ever-vigilant eyes. [t ie a force whose faith 
le indubitable regarding the need to get rid of the corrupt organe of 
society and to fight the enemies of the masses wherever they may be and 

a force that urges the masses to expose and bring to account the intruders, 
the agents, the traitors, the reactionaries, the dictatortal fascists who 


are trying to rob the masses’ authority and the gra‘ ‘4en bourgeote 
who are trying to control what the masses need and, ‘antly, the masses' 
freedom, It is a force that asserts that the only : deal means to 


fight the enemies of the masses is to expose their cards nd to deprive them 
of their weapons which are embodied in outdated conventional ideas that 

they have inherited from defunct eras and to which they etill cling--ideas 

that are compatible with the people's authority and with the age of the masses. 
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Through the ralda staged by the revolutionary committees to expose the aites 
of exploitation and to expose the cards of the agents to the masses eo that

And through our review of the revolutionary committees’ raids in the various 
parte of the Jamahiriyah againet the graft takers, the degenerate bourgeois, 
the money worshippers, the conectence sellers and againet those obstructing 
the revolution's march, the masses become aware of the hatred and oppression 
that their enemies harbor for them and become aware of the aspiration of 
these enemies for the return of the wornout reactionary ideas and of the 
erase that have been dropped from history's count and forgotten by time. 


Deatruction of 21,457 Date Palm Seedlings in Sabha Agricultural Project 


First Inetance: Within the framework of the activities of the Sabha revolu- 
tionary committee and of its exposure of the positions of the exploiters 
and of those obstructing the development march, the revolution force has 
discovered that more than 21,000 palm date seedlings, out of a total of 
31,000 seedlings supplied to the [Sabha agricultural] project at a cost of 
one quarter million dinars, have been dc*royed and that some of them have 
been buried by the sands. It has also become evident that most of the 
seedlings were not fit for cultivation, that sufficient care had not been 
exercised in selecting them and in making sure of their suitability for our 
soil. It has also been proven that the seedlings do not meet the required 
specifications and that they have not been irrigated regularly. It has 
also become evident that the committee entrusted with supplying these 
seedlings had plucked them from areas with abundant palm date trees in a 
disorganized way, that moet of the seedlings do not have the roots neces- 
sary for their growth and that the bills in accordance with which the 
seedlings were supplied are fake. 


Through all this, the revolution force has uncovered the tamperings in 
which the project management has been engaging and which are capable of 
obstructing the transformation plan, of robbing the people's treasury and 
of allowing some to get enriched at the expense of the masses. 


In addition to the thousands of date palm seedlings that have been rushed 
as a result of negligence, hundreds of apricot and popomegranate seedlings 
which had been brought to be distributed to the farmers were kept in the 
project until they died while the farmers needed them. 
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The masees will not turn a blind eye to these intentional wmletakes and actlone 
that are intended to obstruct the transformation plan and to hamper the 
revolution's march for the purpose of entriching a emall group at the expense 
of the reat of the society, 


Withdrawae One Million Dinare From Banke to Purchase and Horde Coods 


Second Inatance: The revolution force in Sabha has aleo raided the ware- 
houses of a bourgeois who ia coneidered pro-people. The revolution torce 
raided this bourgeois who lives in al-Mahdiyah Quarter in Sabha Municipality, 
and who owns two warehouses containing various kinds of home furniture and 
clothing. Thie man hae acquired 1,000,095 dinars, some in loans from banks 
and some in commissions from Italian firme, I[t has become evident that this 
man has commission offices in Tripoli and Mieratah through which he concludes 
hie traneacticne. 


After raiding the warehouses, an inventory of their contents of furniture 
and clothing was taken and the goods have been transferred to a people's 
establishment so that it may sell them to the citizens at cost price whereas 
thie exploiter used to open his stores only at certain times and sell hie 
goods at exorbitant prices to enrich himself at the expense of the masses 
and to control what they need. 


Wholesale Goods 


Third Instance: Here is another example of exploitation raided by the revo- 
lutionary committee in Sabha. It concerne a Palestinian who claims to be 
working as manager for another person and who engages in middlemanehip and 
in commodity hording on a license given to thie other person. This man owns 
two warehouses containing 175 different kinds of canned foode, including, 
for example: 1,032 bottles of vinegar, 33,336 cane of yeast--Birah brand-~ 
24,000 cane of Carnation milk, 1,020 cans of grape juice and 50,400 cana of 
Nescafe. It has become evident that he has been hording these gooda to 
exploit the opportunities and sell them to the citizens at astronomical 
prices, regardless of whether they are fit for consumption or not as long 

as he makes his profits. 


After these stores were raided and their contents checked and examined to 
find out if they are fit for coneumption, a message was sent to the branch 
of the Public Markets Establishment in Sabha to take over the stores and 
sell their contents to the citizens. 

Fourth Inetance: A bourgeois admite that he owns: 

A total of 220,000 dinars in a bank. 


A plot of land in Tripoli and a warehouse which he bought for 84,000 dinara, 
(both) having a value of 150,000 dinars. 


Collects a commission of 210,000 dollars from Italian firma.

an italian tirm, 


lie owne 4 company ta Kaypt managed by hia brother who lives there, 
lian deposite in Writiah, Swiee and Italian banka, 


More to Come 


hitch Imetanee: Fourteen Trucks Loaded With Goods on Their Way Out of 
Lountry 


Aw for the emugaling of goede and commodities, the revolutionary committees 

in Sabha have dlecovered 14 trucks loaded with vartous kinds of goods valued 
at 400,000 dinare and owned by Libyans who had acquired permits to import 
sheep from the Niger. These persons have exploited their permits in emuggling 
operations and have resorted to various means in their activities. In 
addition to choosing big trucks that can travel long distances, these 
individuals selected the noon hours or night time to leave the city. 


After the trucks were selsed, they were tranaferred to the warehouse of the 
‘Sabha People's Juatice Committee and the investigation on this tesue ta 
atill in progress, 


The revolutionary force ta thus reassert‘ »g daily tte role and ite readiness 
to raid the position of exploitation, to uncover the enemies of the massen 
and those who obetruct the revolution's march and to confront all the 
endeavors made by the defeatiatse and the reactionaries, wherever they are 
and whatever thetr identity.

[Text | The gangs of exploitation are operating in various ways and resorting 
to various tricks to smuggle the people's money abroad, using commercial 
transactions as a screen for depositing the people's money in foreign banks. 
They are aleo allying themselves with the devils of reaction who facilitate 
for these gangs the administrative and financial procedures to enable them 

to plunder soctety's wealth and transfer it abroad, using for this purpose 
wives, children and relatives primarily and then foreign middlemen and 
resorting to commercial transactions, visits to the outside world for 

medical treatment and vacations to throw themselves in the bosom of the 
exploitative foreign firma. 


The selfishness and tneatiable greed of the exploiters has made them worship 
and sanctify money. They have not been content with enriching themselves 

at the expense of the people and with using the various ugly means of 
exploitation. They have gone farther on the stray path and have allied 
themselves with the devile, gathering society's wealth and sending it to 
agente and big capitalists so that they may get richer and may boost the 
economies of their countries. All this ia taking place at the expense of 
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the people and in an attempt to explolt them and to plunder thelr riches, 
fut God hae employed the revolution force to atand up at the right time and 
to defeat all the faulty practioes that are capable of reatoring the people 
to the Life of oppresston, humiliation and exploitation, The revolution 
force hae been lying in walt for these gangs of exploitera and has been 
raiding, exposing and bringing to trial all the explottera, the bourgeota, 
the thieves and all thoee who have exploited their tnfluence and thetr 
presence in numerous people's admintatrationa, banka, centers and passport 
and custome offteesa, who have forgotten thelr duties and their honor and 
taken part in amuggling and caueing the loss of the people's wealth and in 
factiitating the procedures for those fleeing the revolution of the producera, 


Kxplottation of Pilgrimage to Bring in Contraband Coodsa 


fhe poliee forces tn aleTarhunah, in cooperation with the revoluttonary 

forces, have seized a middleman and a sucker of the people's blood who has 

been e@lling firearma, in addition to selling and hording foodatuffa tn 

hie house. When thie man's house wae raided, two handguns, a Baretta and a 
Cobra, and 706 bullete were seized in hie possession, Upon being interrogated, 
the man admitted that he sold flrearms to a number of citizens without a 
license, He has aleo admitted that he has sold nearly 40 handguns, each 

for nearly 400-500 dinara, in addition to 25 bulleta with each gun. He has 
aleo admitted that he brought in these handgune during the pllgrimage seasons 
when he went abroad for pilgrimage whereas he was in fact an arme dealer, 


lie hae aleo said that he used to buy the gune and put them in an attache 
‘ase without his name tag and put hie clothes in another sultcase, Upon 
arriving at the airport, he would show hia suitcase to the customs officerea 
and leave the attache case at a dietance, After the customs inapection, he 


would pick up the attache case containing the gune and his suitcase and 
leave the airport. 


lle wae thus able to trick and deceive the customs people and to pick up hie 


attache case which usually contained five gune and five boxes of ammunition, 
each with 25 rounds. 


[Imported Care and Commodities Used for Smuggling 


Here ls another arms dealer who has admitted that he has been engaging in 
his trade and selling handguns and ammunition since 1968, This man has 
said that he has bought more than 3,000 handguns and machinegune with their 
ammunition for 300,000 dinars. He has aleo admitted that he has bought 
more than 3,000 handguns with thetr ammunition, in addition to purchasing 
seven rifles for 2,800 dinars. 


lie has aleo admitted purchasing an estimated 150,000 rounds of ammunition. 
Upon being interrogated, it became evident that he acquired the weapons by 
way of some individuala living in Italy and other countries through cevilieh 
means which cannot be detected by the eyes of the control [agencies). This 


wae done by concealing these various weapons in care tmported from Italy and 
other countrtes., 
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Upon arrival in the Jamahirtyah, the owner of the cars would diasemble them 
and take out the weapona akillfully concealed Ineide them, The weapons were 
then dlatributed to the dealera to whom money has become their god, religion 
and natlonality and whose sole concern has become that of acquiring money in 
any way, There are other means by which weapons arrive in the Jamahirtyah, 
namely by concealing weapons and ammunition tn the goods imported from 
abroad, 


Offtetal Betrayea Trust 


Here te aleo an offietal of the Zansur Tax Offtee whom the Jamahiriyah hae 
trusted and appointed to a postition and for a salary from the people's 
budget, Hut thie offf_fetal has resorted to deception and has explotted his 
position to evade the payment of taxes on a truck which he owns and which he 
leased to (Andim), a Turkiah company, which paya ite taxes to the Zangur 

Tax Offtee, This man hae thus violated rules and regulations that a tax 
offieer should not violate, Moreover, thie tax officer bought a farm with 
an area of 15 heetares from a taxpayer who ta within the jurtadiction of 

hin office for the eum of 80,000 dinara tn June 1977, He then recorded the 
contract sale at the Land Reglatry Office in Zangur for 5,000 dinare whereas 
the real sum wae 80,000 dinara, We did thie to clreumvent the payment of 
hin taxes, knowing well that hie crime was tworsltded--a felontous aide and 
an admintatrative alde, The defendant has admitted hie deception, 





We should keep in mind that thie man is an employee with a [monthly] salary 
of 200 dinare from which he pays his house rent and other family expenses, 
Thus, he cannot save such a sum to purchase a farm worth 80,000 dinara unless 
he rellea on other crooked sources of revenue, such ase bribes and theft, 


Moreover, thie man was able to subdivide the agricultural land and to sell 
one-half hia farm to another citizen for 12,500 [atic] dinars. The latter 
has ruined the cultivable land by bullding on It. 


in addition, this man tampered with the soctaliat resolutions and cireumvented 
the slogan saying “a vehicle belongs to whoever drives it" by selling his 
truck, bearing Tripoll license plate number 35229, to another citizen for 

a sum of 11,750 dinarea. This official has aleo participated in forging a 
legal paper with the knowledge of the land registrar with the aim of 
subdividing cultivable land and of circumventing the law. 


Furthermore, he has embeggled the people's money by taesuing certificates 
attesting falsely the payment of taxes, thus violating the regulations 
followed tn the tasuance of auch certificates, 


rhie offtetal tasued a certifteate to the effect that Andim, a Turktah 
company, “has paid the taxes it owes and connected with the wages of its 
workers up to W June 1977" whereas the company had paid the taxes due up 
to 31 December 1976 only. He thus cheated the people's treasury out of 

6 monthe’ worth of taxes owed by the Turkish company in return for bribes 
paid him by the company from which he has received 10,000 dinars, The 
revolution force has arrested the people concerned, 
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Olfleer Hetraya Truat 


liere te aleo a security offleer who haa been trusted with safeguarding the 
countey'a security and with atelking eriminal hands with an tron flat, 
Regrettably, thie officer has exploited hia position, allied himsel!l with 
the devil and sold hia honer for money by accepting a bribe conalating of 
00 aquare meters of tilew and 250 aquare metere of marble valued at 900 
dinare from the owner of a tlle plant, He has aleo accepted another bribe 
from a contractor who did repalr work and internal and external tneulation 
work on thie offteer'sa house, which has an area of nearly 1,500 square 
meters, worth 1,200 dinara, 


The offteer aleo got a quantity of tron to bulld his house and 4 sum of 
400 dinara from 4 contractor as a bribe in return for making tt easy for 
the contractor to get an exit viea and facilities for hin workera, 


in addition, the offfeer got enough (eharehur) to build hie entire house 
from the (H.8.H.) Company, an Ltallan company working in the Jamahiryah, 
and valued at 1,000 dinara, Moreover, the company wanted to buy him a 
ieirigerator but he asked it to give him the money in cash #o that he may 


buy the refrigerator he likes and the company gave him 200 dinare for the 
purpose, 


Furthermore, thie officer got two full sete of sanitary fittings, wall tiles 
and two ovens valued at 1,000 dinare from a Korean company operating in the 
Jamahirtyah in return for getting residence permite for the company's 
workers and for facitittating the formalities concerning thetr passports. 


hia bribe taker has amuggled abroad a eum of 20,100 dollara,. He also 
worked on hie daye off to tasue visas to hie friends and those who gave 
him bribes, Moreover, he exploited his position and his rank as an 
officer to get a car from the [secretariat of] transportation, even 
though he hae hie private car and he t# not entitled to the [official] 
car. He haa been arrested and hie tricks have been exposed so that he may 
get the punteahment he deserves, 


Money Worshippers and Money Smuggling 


Here ie aleo a bourgeots who has allied himself with the devil and to whom 
religion and honor have become money and the accumulation of money by all 
neans, even at the expense of honor. This te the case of a middleman who 
has bribed and has been bribed and who has smuggled the people's money 
abroad. We has smuggled 65 million Italian Lirae by way of the (Credito 
loledo), 22 million [taltan liras by way of the (Tobit!) Company and 12,000 
Deutachemarke by way of the Export Company.

An Italian middleman has enslaved a number of Libyans atricken with the 
diesease of money by bribing them to offer him facilities. le hae given 
the chairman of the Accounting and Contracta Section of al-Thawrah 
Organization a bribe of 5 million Ltalian liras ase expenses for the medical 
treatment of hie aon in Italy, 


he [tallan has also paid the same person a sum of 10,000 Libyan dinare aa 
a commission for awarding him al-Zawlyah market project. 


Thia [tallan has aleo enslaved another Libyan who have an office tn Italy 
by giving him a bribe of 110 million Ttaltan liras at the Libyan'a of fiee 
in Italy, 


Moreover, he has paid the (Limpex) Company a commisaton of 15 militon 
italian Liras for a subcontract with the sald company to build the people's 
hall in Sabha. We has aleo paid the same company a sum of one million 
ltallan liras for a contract to tnatall the electrical wiring for the 
heating project concerning the Sirt, Nalut, Chadami: and Sabha achoola, 
Moreover, this [tallan has aleo admitted that he received a telex trom one 
of hia Libyan ftrienda and slaves to the effect that Libyan was going to 
italy and that thie Itallan middleman was to receive him, give him every 
ageiatance and make reservations for him at the Hilton Hotel itn Italy #o as 
to become close to him, buy him and turn him into a slave for thie 
explottativ: company. 
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Money Commlaatona and Middlemen 


Here 1a another explotter who collects comminatona from the Flanteh (Value) 
Company and the Danteah Oxford Company and depoaita hia money in foretgn 
banks, Hie asseta in the (Commercial) Bank tn Athens have amounted to 
42,000 dinara, depoatted at an tntereat rate ranging from 9 to 13 percent, 
Moreover, thin man does not healtate to smuggle other sume of money throug) 
hie wife who have viaited Greece twice with her children, whe have also 
been used to emuggle money, Thie explotter aleao ignores the resolutions 
of the atudent and people's congresses that prohibit atudies abroad at 
peivate expense, because money remissions through banks have been stopped 
an a result of these resolutions, thie explotter resorted to traneferring 
woney in postal letters to cover the expenses of hia children who etudy 
abroad, 


Thin exploiter does not healtate to enslave people and to make them serve 
him and hie family, We has exploited a woman to serve hia house and family, 
thus violating the slogan in the Green Book saying that “a house shall be 
served by ite own people." This slogan and others in the Green Book have 
come to liberate man from the yoke of slavery and exploitation, 


immeasurable Wealth 


Ae a result of dealing with and manipulating large sume of money, this 
exploiter has been able to get possersi of a large number of pieces of 
real eatate, including: 


A bullding in Sidi Husayn consteting of five floors, each with two apart- 
mente, constructed on an area of 200 square meters at a cost of 75,000 
dinars. The ownership of this building has now been turned to the people 
in accordance with law No 4 and the man has been paid 64,000 dinare in 
compensation, This exploiter has al@o gotten a loan of 20,000 dinare from 
al-Jamahirtyah Bank--the Benghazi Market Branch. Moreover, he has a 
building in Abu Hudaymah area consteting of five apartments and built over 
an area of 1,000 squere metere at a cost of 55,000 dinars. This building's 
ownership has aleao been turned to the people in accordance with law No 4, 
The butlding had been mortgaged to al-Jamahirtyah Bank for 40,000 dinars 
in return for a bank credit of 46,000 dinare from the said bank. The 
pleces of real estate that thie exploiter owne are countless. He also 
owne a house with an area of 184 square meters in Busin Quarter valued at 
1,000 dinare, The house ownership has been turned over to society in 
accordance with law no 4. He aleo owns a villa for hie private residence 
on Baninah Street with a total area of 6,000 square meters and a built 
area of 450 aquare meters. This villa has cost 200,000 dinars. He also 
owne a atore with an area of 800 square meters built in on a plot of 2,000 
meters of land, <A house t# also built on top of the store. The total cost 
of the bullding amounted to 100,000 dinars. The aforementioned store 
contains electrical supplies and appliances, radios, televisions and 
antennae valued at 20,000 dinars. 
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Money and Portable Property 


This exploitter who is possessed by the love of money hae been given numerous 
credit facilities, including a loan of 46,000 dinara from al-Jamahiriyal 
Bank=--the market bank--in return for a mortgage on a plece of hie real 
eatate holdings, The loan and the interest charged bring up the sum he owes 
the bank to 50,000 dinars, Thie te in addition to credit facilities from 
other local banks, The defendant aleo has a current account of 500 dinara

The countries visited by thie exploiter tnélude a large number or Arab and 
foreign countries which he has visited for the purpose of treatment, 
commercial transactions and vacationing.

Ae for the property he owns abroad, it includes ‘ot of land tn Egypt 
which he has sold for 360,000 Egyptian pounds, “oreover, he has an account 
in the Bank of Egypt in the name of hie maternal uncle, Muhammad Salim, 
amounting to 230,000 dollara,

liere Le another bourgeotsa who have sold country, honor, high morals and 
sublime ethics, whose conscience ie void of everything except treason and 
who has dealt with the devil that has spread his path with money to lead 
him to where he ta today and where he will be tomorrow. The hands of this 
bourgeolse have reached for this good people's money, forgetting trust, 
God, the hereafter and the slogans of “a house belongs to ite occupant, 
land belongs to nobody and a vehicle belongs to whoever drives it." 


This bourgeotsa has purchased a 10-hectare farm for 67,000 dinars and 
enslaved a number of Arab workers to serve in it. The farm contains a 
villa valued at 30,000 dinars and other inetallations valued at 20,000 
dinare, Moreover, it contains machinery, such as ploughs, valued at 1,000 
dinars, two tractors valued at 2,800 dinars, a pesticide aprayer valued 

et 600-700 dinars, a 10-kilowatt power generator valued at 1,000 dinars, 
two water pumps valued at 2,000 dinars, a Mazda halftruck and a Toyota 
halftruck valued at 3,000 dinars, four milking cows, five horses and some 
poultry. 


He aleo owns seven plots of land which he purchased for 43,000 dinare in 
Raninah area in Benghazi. 


In addition, he has his private villa which is valued at 265,000 dinars, 

six plots of land in Benghazi valued at 23,000 dinars, two apartments in 

Tobruk which he has bought for 15,000 dinars and a large quantity of gold 
valued at nearly 10,000 dinars. 
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Ae tor bank credits, he has a credit facility of 400,000 dinara from the 
head office of the Commercial Bank in Benghazi in return for hie farm ae a 
collateral. tHe also has another credit of 160,000 dinara trom the bank on 
a personal guarantee, 


Moreover, he hase a credit of 200,000 dinara from al-Wahdah Bank tn benghast 
in return for relinquishing certain contracts belonging to hla company. 


As for the money he has stolen from the people and smuggled to foreign 
banke in order to enhance the wheel of progress in the tmpertallet and 
cOolontaliat countries at the expense of the tolling workera and larwera, 
he hae an account in the Deutecheland Bank in Western Germany and a credit 
of 20,000-25,000 dinara through hie transactions with (Bluger), a German 
company, 


He also has a current account in a bank in Alexandria under the name of his 
brother who La atudying to &gypt, thue disregarding the resolutions of the 
atudent and people's con sses banning study abroad at private expense, 
The sum of the money smuggled to banks operating in Alexandria amounts to 
200,000 dinars, This money has been smuggled through some Egyptians and 
through thie bourgeots' visits to Egypt, numbering 20 visita. 


As for the bribes with which he has enslaved a number of Libyans stricken 
with the disease of money, he has given the director of the Military Works 
Authority a eilver platter valued at 300-400 dinars, On the occasion of 
the director's promotion, this bourgeois gave him a Rolex watch valued at 
1,000-1,200 dinare in return for some facilities from the armed forces, 


Moreover, this bourgeoia bribed the director of the Military Accounting 
Authority by giving the director's son a freezer valued at j00-400 dinars 
and a chandelier valued at 400-450 dinare as a gift in return for some 
facilities from the Military Accounting Authority. 


Furthermore, this bourgeois has bribed an enslaved a police officer by 
acting as the guarantor for a 1,000-1,500 dinar loan which the officer

Authority with 3,000 dinare in return for favorae, 


Furthermore, he has bribed an electrical engineer in the Military Worke

He has admitted that he has paid the secretary of housing in Mieratah a 
bribe of 3,500 dinare and the secretary of the treasury tn Misratah a bribe 
of 1,000 dinars. He has also bribed the secretary of the people's committee 
in the Misratah Engineering and Construction Organizatlon with 5,500 dinars 
in return for certain favors and has robbed the people's treasury to buy a 
Mercedes car for 7,000 dinare and a Peugeut 504 for 1,500 dinara, in 
addition to robbing 3,000 more dinars. 


He ia atill building a villa on which he has spent 65,900 dinars, 


He also worke as a middleman in construction projects and has collected a 
commission of 1,000 dinars for a project to level the elte of a health 
inatitute--a project which he has given to another subcontractor to 
implement.

Propaganda for America and for Its Dissolute Magazines 


Here is another exploiter who has sucked society's wealth and smuggled it 
abroad by various means of exploitation. ‘This man has been selling American 
posters praising the beauty and qualities of [American] care so that the 
young may buy them. He has also been advertising for dissolute magazines 
that corrupt the thinking and morals of ne youth. In addition to the 
above, this exploiter has not hesitated to engage in the ugliest forms of 
exploitation and has been working as a middleman for foreign firms from 
which he collected certain commissions in return for the commercial trans- 
actions he has concluded for these firms with other exploiters. These 
foreign firms include [Grasel), and internationally known Taiwanese firm, 
and an [talian firm called (Mego) from which this exploiter has been 
collecting a five percent commission. ‘This exploiter has also smuggled 

sums of money and deposited them in several foreign banks outside the 
Jamahiriyah, such as the (Sayaya) Bank in Hong Kong where he has a current 
account of 10,000 dollars and another sum due him from the Taiwanese company

She has also opened a 
spareparts store which she has called Bonded Shop. 
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The second time was when this exploiter made the acquaintance of a Buddhtlat 
Taiwanese girl with whom he developed a romantic relationship during hie 
visits to her place of work in the (Chico) Commerctal Company. ‘This girl 


proposed to him to stay with her and to engage in hie explottative activittes 
in Taiwan, 


In his endeavors to smuggle money abroad, this explotter has resorted to 
jacking up the bills for the goods he imports by one to three precent #0 as 
to add the extra amount to his assets in foreign banks. On top of all of 
this, this exploiter has obstructed the resolutions of the student and 
people's congresses which ban studies abroad at private expense and has 
transferred a aum of 24,000 dinars to cover the expenses of hia brother 

who studies in Britain, 


Through his numerous tours, this exploiter has been able to visit certain 
countries more than once under the pretext of business, treatment and 
vacationing. He has been able to visit the following countries: 


Egypt, 20 times; Kuwait, one time; the Soviet Union, one time; Greece, eight 
times; Yugoslavia, one time; Tunisia, three times; Ethiopla, one time; Niger, 
one time; Syria, Lebanon, Cyprus, Czechoslovakia and Hungary, one time each; 
Britain, five times; West and East Germany, five times; France, four times; 
Spain, three times; Italy, 15 times; Poland and Saudi Arabia, once each; 

Hong Kong, eight times; Singapore, three times; the United States, four 
times; and Belgium once. 


The greed of these souls is boundless and insatiable. In addition to their 
exploitative actions, these people perpetrate all that is tn violation of 
the revolution laws. This exploiter with a fortune adding up to thousands 


of dinars does not hesitate to smuggle the people's money abroad in various 
ways and means.
